Pari 
Church at Seville; and other Pieces of his 
in the Convent of Nuns of Santa Ines, in 
two Altar-pieces whoſe Boldneſs, Force, 
and Relievo of the Figures, ſtrike all who 
look on them with Aſtoniſnment; and 
the Caſt ſeems to be totally Halian, and 
with ſo much Maſtery as if he had painted 
it all with his Bruſh inſtead of a Pencil. 

He had another Son likewiſe a Painter, 
callPd Herrera the Ruddy. He exerciſed 
his Pencil in Things of a comical and even 
ridiculous Nature, ſuch as the Humours 
of a Hedge-tavern or ordinary Cook's- 
ſhop, and ſmall Figures like thoſe of 
Calot, but of a maſterly Deſign and rare 
Invention. He died very young at Se- 
ville; but his Father died at Madrid,

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92. Franciſco Varela, Painter, 


AS a Native of Seville, and a Diſ- 
ciciple of Roelas. He acquir'd a 
Manner very tender, ſhowy, and vivid in 
the Colouring ; and his Works have met 
with an uncommon Applauſe : There are 
of them in the Pariſh Church of St. Vin- 
cent, and a large Piece of St. Michael in 
the Convent of la Merced. He died 
1656, little more than 30 Years of Age. 


93. Franceſco Collantes, Painter, 


ORN in, and living in Madrid, 

was a great Painter, but particularly 
excelled in Landſchapes. He flouriſh'd 
in the Time of Philip IV. He painted 
a St. Jerom which one would take to be a 
Performance of Eſpagnoleto. He was 
likewiſe eminent for Hiſtory-pieces of a 
middling Size, of which there are ſome in 
the Buen Retiro. He alſo painted the 
Humours of little paultry Victualling- 
houſes. He died in Madrid 1656, in his

94. Fran- 
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94. Pedro de Obregon, Painter, 


Native and Inhabitant of Madrid. 

He was a Diſciple of Vicencio Cardu- 
cho. He painted many excellent Pieces 
for private Families. There are likewiſe 
ſome publiek Works of his, particularly 
the moſt Holy Trinity, in the Hall de 
Profundis in the Convent of the Merced 
in Maarid, an admirable and almoſt ſu- 
pernatural Performance! He died 1657, 
above 60 Years of Ape. 


95. Franciſco Gaſſen, Painter, 


AS a Catalonian. There are of 

his Works in the Cloiſter of San 
Franciſco de Paula in Barcelona; where 
he died, aged 60, Anno 1658. 


96. Don Juan Galvan, Painter, 


E lived in Zaragoza, but was a Na- 

tive of Logſia, in the Kingdom of 
Aragon. His Works are as numerous as 
they are excellent. He painted the Cu- 
pola 
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pola of St. Juſta and St. Rufina, in the 
Aſſen, and the principal Picture of the Diſ- 
calceat Carmelites of St. Thereſa, which is 
the Trinity de 1a Tierra, both of them in 
an exceeding good Taſte and agreeable 
Colouring. He learnt the Art at Rome. 
He died at Zaragoza in 1658, aged' 60. 


97. Chriſtopher Vela, Painter. 
ELA was born in the City of Faen 


and lived in Cordova. He was a 
Diſciple of Paul de Ceſpedes and Vicencio 
Carducbo. He came to be a very good 
Inventor, and a great Daughtſman, tho? 
but of little Taſte in Colouring. There 
are many of his Works in the Church and 
Cloiſter of the Convent of St. Auguſtin, 
where are innumerable Paintings of his 


Hand. He died 1658, in his 60th Year. 


98. Bartolome Roman, Painter, 


AS a Native of Madrid, and Diſ- 
ciple of Carducho, tho? he perfected 
himſelf in the School of Yelaſquez, as is 
confirm'd by a Picture of his in the Sa- 
criſty of the Convent of the Incarnation in 

| Madrid, 
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Madrid, the Subject whereof is the Para- 
ble of the Marriage of the King's Son, 
where all that came were obliged to appear 
in a Wedding-garment. He did ſeveral 
other Things both public and private, 
particularly at Acala de Henares, and 
above all, in the Sacriſty of the Padres 
Cayetanos at Madrid. There is a St. Pe- 
ter weeping done by him, with ſuch Soft- 
neſs and Relievo, that it ſeems as if done 
by Rubens. He died in Madrid 1659, 


at 6 x Years of Age. 


99. Micier Pablo, Painter, 


IVED in Zaragoza : An ſexcellent 
Painter, as is manifeſt. (among many 
other Things) from the Picture he drew 
for the Oratorio of the Conde de San Cle- 
mente. He died in the ſaid City 1659, 
76 Years of Age. 


100. Anton. de Horfelin, Painter, 


As a Native and Inhabitant of Zara- 
goza. He ſtudy'd at Rome, was a 
good Painter. Among his beſt Pieces there 
is a Picture of St. Foſeph de los Carpinteros, 
and two Pictures on the Side-walls — in

He was an 
eminent and univerſal Painter; yet he had 
ſome Tin&ure of that Dryneſs which is 
the Characteriſtick of the old Hemiſb Man- 
ner, but he had a good Taſte. There 
are of his Works in the Cartbuſian Houſe 
del Paular, and in the Cloiſter of the 
moſt Holy Trinity in Madrid. He painted 
Fruits, Flowers, Landſchapes, and the 
Humours of your bowzing, guttling 
Companions in little Tippling Houſes : 
But for Flower-Pieces he was ſo eminent, 
that he is celebrated for it by Pacheco, in 
his Book of Painting, fol.

He was 
ſomewhat whimfical, and not without a 
Touch of Lunacy. He painted likewiſe 
hiſtorical Pieces, and gain'd a great Repu- 
tation that Way, for in St. Juan de Mer- 
cado there is a Piece of his doing, viz; 
The Lord's Supper, an incomparableThing! 
He died- in the City aforeſaid 1660 much 
ſtricken in Years. 


104. Juan de la Corte, Paintet. 


E was born in Madrid and lived 
there. He was a very good Painter 

of Landſchapes, Battles, and Perſpectives, 
as is demonſtrable from his many Per- 
formances which are diſtributed in divers 
Royal 
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Royal Palaces and Noblemen's Houſes, 
both within and without Madrid, eſpeci- 
ally in the Retiro in the Saloncete. He 
was Painter to the King, tho' none of the 
brighteſt Genius. What he moſt excelPd 
in was in little Hiſtory-pieces, in ſmall. 
He died 1660, aged 73. 


105. Don Juan Bautifta 


Creſcencio, 


AINTER and Architect, of OP 

Hand there is in the Palace, a Picture 
of Fruits and Flowers, which bear Teſti- 
mony to his excellent Talents and Abili- 
ties in his Art; and that he excelPd alſo 
in Architecture is manifeſt from the won- 
derful Model he made for the Pantheon, of 
the Eſcurial.

A $ born at Seville. He was a Diſ- 
ciple of Franciſco de Herera the

He 
took to repreſenting, with a moſt ſingular 
Fancy and notable Genius, Beaſts, Birds, 
Fiſhes, Fiſh-markets and Tippling- houſes, 
with a perfect Imitation of Nature, as 
alſo beautiful Landſchapes and Figures of 


Men and Women; Differences of Meats 
and Drinks, Fruits of every Sort and 
Kind; all Manner of Furniture, Houſ- 


hold- goods, or any other Neceſſaries 
which poor beggarly People, and others 
in low Life, make Uſe of ; with ſo much 
Strength of Expreſſion, and ſuch Colour- 
ing, that it ſeem'd to be Nature itſelf. 


_— is a celebrated Painting of a Fellow 


Water about to ſell, in the Buen 

Retiro. Retire. He rivalld Caravagio in Strength of 
Painting, and was equal to Pacheco in the 
ſpeculative Part. He was an Imitator of 
Luis Triſtan. He was call'd the Second 
Caravagio for his happy mimicking of Na- 
ture. In his Face- paintings he imitated 
Dominico Greco, Matter of Luis Triſtan, 
becauſe he thought his Heads could never 
be ſufficiently commended. He ftudy'd 
all the Sciences neceſſary to his Art. He 
was likewiſe intimately acquainted with 
the Poets and Orators. He was born 
1594, 


1 
1594, and came to Madrid 1622. He 
drew Philip IV. in Armour, and mount- 
ed on a beautiful Horſe, in a Picture as 
large as the Life. In 1623 he was made 
Painter of the Bed-chamber to the King,; 
with a Salary of 20 Ducats a Month, 
only by way of Retainer, beſides bein 
— for his Work, and had the King's 
hy ſician and Apothecary gratis, with a 
Houſe to live in. His Majeſty ordered 


200 Ducats to be given him to fit up his 


Houſe, and a yearly Penſion of 300 Du- 
cats more towards Houſe:keeping.. He 
did the famous Picture of the Expulſion 
of the Moors by Phil. III. which was 
placed in the Grand Salon where it remains. 
He went to Venice 1629. In Ferrara he 
ſtaid two Days, attentively conſidering 
the Works of Garofoli- He was at 
Rome a Year, and made Drawin 

after ſome of RaphaePs Works, the Laſt 
Judgment of Michael Angelo, and other 
Pieces of that Painter. He went after- 
wards and ſpent two Months in the Pa- 
hace of Medicis (which is in the Trinity del 
Monte) to ſtudy the Antique Statues, &e. 


He went alſo to Naples, and returned to 


Madrid the Beginning of the Year 1631. 
He 
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He had the Office *. Groom of the Wand 
robe conferr'd on him, a Poſt of great 
Eminence in the King's Houſehold. His 
Majeſty likewiſe honour'd him with the 
Key of his Bed-Chamber, and likewiſe 
beſtowed on him the Place of Groom of 
his Bed-Chamber. He drew the Picture 
of the Duke of Modena at Madrid, who 
preſented him with a very rich Chain of 
Gold. Among his celebrated Portraits 
is that of Adrian Pulido Pareja Captain 
General of the Armada and Flota of New 
Spain, and is now in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Duke of Arcos. He did it with Pencils 
and Bruſhes, which had extreme long 
Handles which he ſometimes made uſe of 
to paint at a greater Diſtance, and with 
more Boldneſs: ſo that near- hand, one 
does not know what to make of it; but 
afar off, it is a Maſter- piece. To this 
Portrait he ſet his Name, which he ſeldom 
did. The Inſcription runs in theſe Words: 
Didacus Velaſquez fecit Philip. IV, a cubi- 
culo, ejuſque Pitzor, Anno 1639. King Philip 
was deceiv'd by it, and took the Picture 
for the Admiral himſelf. In the Year 
1648, he was ſent by his Majeſty into

Pope Innocent X, and to purchaſe original 
Paintings and antique Statues, and to have 
Caſts made from ſome of the beſt. Hepaſd 


thro* Genoa, Milan, Padua and Venice. He 


viſited Michael Colona and Auguſtin Miteli 
in Bolonia, and treated with them in order 
to bring them into Spain. He went thro? 
Florence, Modena, and Parma; from which 
latter he ſet out for Rome, and then went 
to Naples where he viſited Joſeph de Ribe- 
ra. He return'd to Rome, where he was 
careſs'd by the Grandees, and the moſt 
excellent Painters, ſuch as the Chevalier 
Matthias of the Order of St. Jobn; Pedro 
de Cortona, Nicolo Puſſno, and Seignor 


Alexandro Algardi a Bologneſe, and Seig- 


nor Juan Lorenzo Bernini, both very 
famous Statuaries. Without neglecting 
the Buſineſs of his Commiſſion he painted 
many Things; the principal was the Pic- 
ture of his Holineſs Innocent X, of whom 
he received very great and ſignal Rewards; 


the holy Father ſent him a Gold Medal 


with his Effigy in Half: relief, faſten'd to a 


Chain; the Pope's Chamberlain was fo 


{truck at the Sight of his Maſters Portrait 
and deceiv'd to ſuch a Degree, that he 


thought he ſaw his Holineſs himſelf. He 
£2 like- 
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likewiſe drew the Picture of Seignor Camil- 
lo Maximo, a renowned Painter, the moſt 
illuſtrious Segnora | Dogna Olympia, and 
FaminiaTriunfi, an exceeding fine Paintreſs ; 
all theſe Portraits he drew with long-han- 
dled Pencils and Bruſhes, and in the ſtrong 
Manner of the great Titian, and no ways 
inferior to his Heads, which nobody will call 
in queſtion, who has once ſeen thoſe of his 
drawing in Madrid. When he determin'd 
to draw the Picture of the Holy Father, he 
thought fit to prepare himſelf beforehand. 
by way of Exerciſe, in painting ſome Head 
from the Life; for which purpoſe he drew 
that of Juan de Pareja (a Slave of his and 
an ingenious Painter) with ſuch Similitude 
and Livelineſs that, having ſent it by the 
ſame Pareja to ſome Friends to paſs their 
Judgment on it, they ſtood a while look- 
ing ſometimes on the Picture and ſometimes 
on the Original, with Amazement and 
even a ſort of Terror, without knowing 
which they were to 1 to, or which wes 
to anſwer them. Of this Portrait (which 
was a half-length) Andrew Eſmit(a Flemiſþ 
Painter in Madrid, who was then at Rome) 
relates that it being a Cuſtom on St. Fo/eph's 
Day to adorn the Cloiſter of the Rotunda, 
with

with capital Paintings, ancient and mo- 
dern, this Portrait was not only placed, 
with univerſal Applauſe, among them, but 
m the Opinion of all the Painters of dif- 
ferent — ations, all the reſt look'd like 
Painting, but this alone ſeem'd to be a Rea- 
lity, and thereupon Velaſquez was admitted 
a Member of the Roman Academy, in the 
Year 1650. He return'd to Madrid 1651, 
and caſt a great number of fine Statues. In 
1652, His Majeſty was pleas'd to make 
Don Diego Velaſquez head Harbinger of 
his Imperial * Michael Colona and 
Auguſtin Miteli came to Madrid 1658. 
Miteli died 1660 at Madrid: Colona re- 
turn'd to Tay 1662, In 1659, came to Va- 
lencia Bautiſta Juan Moreli a Roman, a fa- 
mous Statuary, a Diſciple of Agardi, and 
in 1661 he came to Madrid. He executed 
many Works in Aranjuez and Madrid 
where he died, not long after the Death 
of Philip IV. Velaſquez drew a Picture 
of the Queen of Spain in a round Plate of 
Silver, of the Diameter of a piece of Eight 
of Segovia, which was hMfily finiſh'd and 
extremely like ; and painted with an un- 
common Dexterity, Addreſs, Strength and 
Sweetneſs. This was one of his laſt Pieces 
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and of the laſt Perfection. In variety of 
| Hiſtory-pieces he had evinced his univerſal 
Comprehenfion of the Art. He was very 
witty and ingenious in Converſation, and 
{mart in his Repartees. The King being 
determined to honour him with the Habit 
and diſtinctive Badge of ſome of the Mili- 
tary Orders of Knighthood, and leaving it 
to his Option, he choſe that of Santiago, and 
was inveſted therewith the 28th of Novem- 
ver 1638; he died at Madrid Auguſt 6 
1660, and in the 66th Year of his Age, 


107. Franciſco Lopez Caro, 


AINT E R, a Native and Inhabi- 

tant of Seville; was of conſiderable 
Eminence in his Profeſſion; a Diſciple of 
Roclas; he apply'd his Studies and Exerci- 
ſes, to all the Parts and Branches of Paint- 
ing, and attain'd to a laudable Skill in eve 
one of them, but chiefly he diſtinguiſh'd 
himſelf in Face-painting. His Performan- 
ces are to be ſeen in Seville. About the 
Year 1608. he went and work'd in the 
Royal Palace of the Pardo. He died at 
Madrid 1662, aged 70.

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108. Franciſco Zurbaran, 


AINTER, was a Native of Fu- 
ente de Cantos, and liv'd in Seville. 

He receiv'd the firſt Rules of the Art under 
the Divine Morales, and afterwards went 
to Seville to compleat himſelf in the School 
of Doctor Pablo Roelas, and there ac- 
quir'd the Reputation of an excellent 
Painter, by the many Pieces of his doing, 
particularly thoſe in the ſecond Cloiſter of 
la Merced Calzada in that City. All the 
Drapery he uſed to draw by a Maniqui 
(and the Naked by the Life.) And thus 
he performed ſeveral wonderful Pieces, 
adhering for this Purpoſe to the School of 
Carabacho, whom he follow'd ſo cloſe, 
that any. one wou'd take his Works for 
Carabacbo's, unleſs they were told whoſe 
they were. He left at Seville fuch num- 
bers of them, and indeed all over Audalu- 
Zia, as well in publick Edifices as private 
Houſes, that it were almoſt impoſſible to 
ſpecify the Particulars of them all. In the 
College of San Pablo at Cordova, are many 
Pictures of the Saints of the Preaching 


Order, exceeding fine! At laſt he came to

Their Works are Ker up and down in 
the City and Kingdom of Granada. They 
flouriſh'd in Philip the IVth's Time. 


110. Juan de Toledo, Painter, 


B O RN in the City of Lorca, in the 
Kingdom of Murcia; his Father's 
Name was Migue! de Toledo : He was 
bkewiſe a Painter and taught his Son the 
Art: who afterwards went to Italy and 
kept cloſe to the School of Michael Au- 
gelo de las Batallas, not neglecting to re- 
fort frequently to that of Annelo Falconi. 
Returning into Spain, he went and ſettled 
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at Granada, where he lived ſome Years, and 
drew a World of Battle and Sea-pieces, 
with a fingular Excellence, and ſome 
Night-pieces of Armies and Parties march- 
ing, and little hiſtorical Occurrences tranſ- 
ated by Moon or Link- light, wherein he 
expreſs'd an exquiſite Taſte and Fancy, be- 
yond all Competition. Not that his great 
Genius fatisfy'd itſelf with ſuch 1mall 
Matters, but extended likewiſe to capital 
Hiſtories of a very large Size, as is mani- 
feſted from the different Paintings he drew 
in the Convent of San Franciſco el Grande, 
in the City aforeſaid. He left alſo ſeveral 
of his Works in Murcia, Madrid, Toledo, 
and Alcala de Henares. He died at Ma- 
arid 1665, aged 54. 


111. Pedro Cuquet, Painter, 


Native of Barcelona; was an excellent 


drew of the Council of Epheſus, which is 
placed in the Carmelite Convent in that 
City, not to mention divers Altar-pieces 
of his doing in that City; where he died

He return'd to 
Seville and lived there many Years, and 
teft ſuch eminent Inſtances of his Skill, as 
to merit the higheſt Approbation of the 
moſt celebrated Painters of that Time. 
He then went to Granada, where he 
maintain'd the Character he had already 
acquir'd ; and was, in that City, the firſt 
Introducer of the good Manner of YVanayke, 
which he has given a Proof of in a Picture 
of our Lady's Conception done by him ;

and that which was left by Juan Fernan- 
dez Machuca (a Diſciple of Raphael de Ur-

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113. Ignatio Raetb, Painter, 


WIS born at Antwerp, and a Diſciple 
of Father Daniel Segers. He 
went to Madrid, and painted the Life of 
Father San Ignacio in 36 Pieces, which are 
placed in the new Church of the faid 
Houſe : He afterwards returned to his 
Province of Flanders and into Germany, 
where he died (1666) in great Repute for 
his Ability, and very old. 


114. Chriftopher Garcia Sal- 


meron, Painter, 


As born at Cuenca, and a Diſciple 
of Pedro Orrente; he painted a 
great deal in that City, as in the Con- 
vent of St. Francis, a Picture of Chriſt's 
Birth, a heavenly Piece! He went to 
Madrid, where he drew divers Pictures and 
where he died 1666, in the 63d Year of 
his Age.

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115. Joſeph de Arfe, Sculptor, 


AS born at Seville, where he receiv'd 
his firſt Rudiments ; he went to 
Rome to perfect himſelf in the Art. Af- 
ter an Interval of ſome Years he re- 
turn'd to his native Country, where, be- 
fides many Statues which he carv'd he im- 
mortaliz'd his Name, by the Figures of 
Silver which adorn the Tabernacle of the 
fad Church, having made the Models 
from whence they were caſt and afterwards 
repair'd them. The Products hkewife of 
his Ingenuity are the Marble Statues of the 
Evangeliſts and Doctors, which are in the

116. Pablo Pontons, Painter, 


Native and Inhabitant of the City of 
A Valencia, and a Diſciple of Pedro 
Orrente. He had a grand Manner in 
Painting @ la Moda Italiana, and with 


a great Command of his Pencil. There

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are abundance of his Works in the ſaid 
City, eſpecially in the Convent of Ia Mer- 
ced, as well in the Church as in the Cloi- 
ſters; in the Carthufans Monaſtery del 
Puche there are likewiſe divers Teſtimo- 
nies of his Merit.

117. Don Franciſco Ximenesz, 


r R, was born at Tarazona, 
where having been initiated in the 
Art of Painting, he went to Rome and 
continued there ſome years; from thence 
he came greatly improv'd to Zaragoza, 
and there executed admirable Things, ſome 
of them of very conſiderable Magnitude, 
eſpecially three Pieces of forty Palms high, 
for the Chapel of San Pedro Arbues in the 
Aſeu of the ſaid City. He alſo painted 
the Life of St. Elias, for the Cloiſter of 
the Calceate Carmelites; a Thing of a 
grand Taſte and Fancy in the Hiſtorical 
Way. He died in the ſaid City 1666, 78 
Years old. 
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118, Manuel Pereyra, Sculptor, 
WAS a Noble Portugueze and an ex- 
cellent Sculptor, as is demonſtrable 
from the Multitude of Statues he wrought 
in the Court of Madrid, and in many 
Churches of Madrid and Alcala Henares, 
above all, the Effigy of the moſt holy 
Chriſt of Perdon in the Convent of Domi- 
cans del Roſario in Madrid. He execu- 
cated, being now in a Manner grown blind, 
the Model of the Statue of St. Jobn de 
Dios which is over the great Portal of the 
Cloiſter of his Convent in Madrid, and 
even directed the Stone Statue itſelf, only 
by his Feeling; it was executed by Manuel 
Delgado, a tolerable good Sculptor and his 
Diſciple. It is abſolutely a beautiful Fi- 
gure ; he died in 1667, in the 63d Year 
of his Age. 


119 Don Eugenio de las Cuevas, 


AINTER, born at Madrid and Diſ- 
ciple of his Father Pedro de las Cue- 
vas; and tho' he took the Pencil in Hand 
only to divert himſelf yet he highly de- 
ferves

and of great Temperance, and wonderfully 
pretty in his Contours or Outlines, as is 
apparent in a Multitude of Pictures which 
he did in that City both publick and pri- 
vate, eſpecially thoſe of the Society of 
Jeſus. He did ſeveral Works in Lucena 
and Cordova, which were highly ap- 
plauded by all the good Judges of the Art. 
He came to Madrid, and upon the Death 
of Don Diego Velaſquez, Philip IV. made 
him his Painter, notwithſtanding his Ma- 
jeſty told him his Painting had little Force, 
and that it muſt be look'd at very cloſe ; 
becauſe he did every Thing in a very 
miſty Manner, yet with an exquiſite and 
uncommon Share of Fancy. He likewiſe 
drew Landſkips admirably well, and I 
have ſeen one which was an Aurora or 
Day-break, an incomparable Piece. He 
died at Madrid 1667, aged 65. 


122. Antonio del Caſtillo y Saa- 


vedra, Painter, 
Native of the City of Cordova, and 
a Diſciple of his Father Aguſtin de 
Caſtillo, who loſing his Father, went to Se- 
ville 
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ville to perfect himſelf in the Art, in Com- 
pany with Joſeph de Sarabia (a noted Cor- 
dovan Painter likewiſe) and attained his 
End in the School of Franciſco Zurbaran. 
Caſtillo, now ſeeing himſelf: accompliſh'd 
in the Art, returned to his native Coun- 
try, where he did an infinite number of 
excellent Things, in every kind, both in 
Freſco. and Oil. In the Royal College 
of St. Paul (of the ſacred Order of Preach- 
ers) of his Hand are all the Paintings 
of that celebrated Stair-cafe, conſiſting of 
Figures bigger than the Life ; the whole 
executed with fingular Maſtery and Bra- 
very. His Works are in the holy Church, 
in the Hoſpital of Feſus of Nazareth, 

In the Salon of the holy Tribunal, in 

the Church of the Convent of St. Fran- 

cis, in the Convent of the Nuns of St. 

Jabel de los Angeles. In the Hoſpital of 
la Caridad, in that of la Conſolacion, and in 
the Convent de la Arrizafa of the Recole- 
tos Franciſcos. He had alſo an excellent 
Hand at Landskips ; for which Purpoſe 
he would often take a Walk into the 
Country, with his Implements for Draw- 
ing, and would draw Views from the 


Life, as alſo Beafts, Carts, Waggons and 
| F 2 Coaches, 
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Coaches, or any thing elſe that offer'd, 
as a Brook running among Rocks, Sc. 
with a moſt ſingular Delicacy, He was 
likewiſe a great Architect, Perſpectivitt, 
and Limner ; of this there are, in the ſaid 
City, many undeniable Evidences; par- 
ticularly he had an ble Way of intcr- 
ſperſing little Towns and Caſtles in his 
Landskips. Above all, for little Hiſtori- 
cal Compoſitions of a middling Size, he had 
not hisEqual ; neither is the Court of Ma- 
drid itſelf, without ſome of his Pictures. He 
had likewiſe a wonderful Eaſe in sketch- 
ing out and delineating every Thing that 
fel in his Way; ſo that, when he died, 
there were found innumerable Draughts of 
his doing, moſt of them done with a Pen; 
and ſome Heads (eſpecially old Folks) 
done with a reed Pen, with which he took 
delight in drawing large Heads with broad 
Strokes of the Pen, with great Boldneſs 
and Command of Hand. He likewiſe 
was a very good Modeller in Clay, in 
which I have ſeen ſome naked Figures 
and Heads of an excellent Guſto. At 
laſt he went to Seville, in 1666, where 
he had not been fince he was a young 
Man, and where ſeeing the Paintings of 
Mu. 
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Murillo, (who was then in his Prime) he

and yet he cou'd neither read nor write ;ſo 
that when his Name and Date was to be ſet 


to a Picture, he got ſome Body to write it 


upon a Paper, and he copy'd it: he took 
delight in hearing his Diſciples and ſome 
Friends read Hiftories to him, eſpecially 
ſuch as he was to paint ; and by this means 
he reap'd the Benefit of his Library. He 
died at Madrid 1669, at 70 Years of Age. 


128. Juan de Pareja, Painter, 


AS born at Seville, of a Meſtizg 
Breed, that is, of Indian and Spa- 
niſþ Parents, he was of an odd Hue, and 
was a Slave of Don Diego Velaſquez ; and 
altho' his Maſter (for the LITER of the 


Art)wou'd never ſuffer him to meddlewith 


Painting or Drawing, but only to grind 

his Colours and prepare the Canvas, and 

other ſervile Offices belonging to the Art

his Maſters Abſence and 
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might have taken his reſt, he came to 
do Things very worthy of eſteem; and 
in order to prevent the effects of his 
Maſter's Reſentment, which he appre- 
hended would neceſſarily follow upon the 
Diſcovery , he made uſe of the following 
Stratagem. He had obſerved that when- 


ever the King (Philip IV.) came down to 


the Apartments to ſee Velaſquez paint, and 
chanc'd to ſee any Picture ſet up againſt 
the Wall, his Majeſty wou'd turn it, or 
order it to be turn'd to ſee what it was, 
Upon this Pareja reſolv'd within himſelf 
to ſet up a ſmall Piece of his own pgint- 
ing againſt the Wall, and to place it ſo, 
as to make it ſeem to have been left. there 
undeſignedly. The King no ſooner ſaw 
it, but he turn'd it about, and at the 
ſame Time Pareja, who waited for the 
| rtunity, fell on his Knees and hum- 

bly begg*d his Majeſty to interpoſe be- 
tween him and his Maſter, without whoſe 
Conſent he had prefum'd to learn the Art 
and wrought that Piece. The King turn- 
ing towards Velaſquez, told Pareja he 
needs ſay no more upon that Head, adding 
bat the Man who had ſuch a Talent, cowd 
I not 
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not be a Slave. Upon this Velaſquez im- 

mediately gave Juan de Pareja a Letter 
of abſolute Liberty and Diſcharge from 
his Service; but Pareja was ſo honourable 
as to continue not only to ſerve Vela/quez, 
as long as he liv'd, but his Daughter after 
him. Our Pareja had a moſt fingular 
Ability in painting Portraits, ſome. of 
which are ſuperlatively good, and ſo 
much in Yela/quez*sManner,that they have 
been often taken for that great Maſter's. 
He died at Madrid 1670, aged about 60. 


129, Don Juan Bautiſta del 


Mago Martinez, Painter, 


Native and Inhabitant of Madrid, 

He was Painter of the Bed-chamber 

to his Majeſty, and Son-in-Law and Diſ- 
ciple of Diego Velaſquez. He was univerſal 
in the Art, he made Portraits to Admi- 
ratlon; he likewiſe painted to Perfection 
the Hunting of noble Game, as Wild 
Boars, Stags, &c. not only with great Ex- 
actneſs, repreſenting the Situation of the 
Country and adjoining Towns, but the 
Occurrences uſual in the Field, viz. ſome 
taking

taking the Refreſhment of a haſty _— 
and others ranging about either on Foot 
or on Horſeback, ſtrictly obſerving the 
Habits ſuitable to the Occafion, the 
Cuſtom of the Country; and what is won- 
derful, he was ſo ſingular in copying after 
others, eſpecially his Maſter, that there's 
no diſtinguiſhing the Copies from the Ori- 
nals. 1 have ſeen ſeveral Copies, even 
m Originals of T:intoret, Veroneſe and 
Titian, in the Hands of his Heirs, which 
if carry'd into [taly, where they knew 
nothing of his Ability, I make no queſtion 
but they would paſs for the Originals; and 
I can't help thinking that when a Copy 
reaches ſuch adegree of Perfection, as to de- 
ceive both the Practitioners and Judges of 
the Profeſſion, it ought to paſs as an 
Original. O] how many. Pieces wou'd be 
chriſtened by that Name] but the Diffi- 
culty is how to attain to this high Degree; 
for as thoſe who copy after others, gre 
uſually but of a middling Capacity, you 
may difcover a Coldneſs and Tameneſs in 
the Execution, from their being obliged 
to a ſervile Imitation: but it is not ſo with 
a Man already made to it, and that works 
with a Maſterly and free Pencil, as is evi-

dent from Rubens Copies of Tĩtian which 
are in the Pardo; and which are really 
better than the Originals. Juan Bautiſta 
died at Madrid 1670, aged 50. 


130. Juan Sanchez Barba, 


CULPTOR, was born among the 
Mountains of Burgos, He was an 
eminent Sculptor, as is apparent from his 
Works at Madrid in the Church of the 
Convent of the Carmelites Calzados, in 
the Pariſh Church of Santa Cruz, and in 
the Convent of the Merced; above all, the 
Holy Chriſt de la Agania which is vene- 
rated in the Convent of the Padres Agoni- 
zantes ; I muſt needs ſay, in reſpe& to the 
Truth of 3 and the Paſſions 
and Affections of a Perſon giving up the 
Ghoſt, I have met with nothing of 2 
more ſupreme Expreflion and Propriety.

131. Juan de Arellano, Painter, 


E was a Native of the Town of - 


Torez in the Archbiſhoprick of To/e- 


do. He was born 1614 ; learnt the Art 
at

at Alcala de Henares, and afterwards went 
to Madrid. He was 36 Years old, before 
he ſhew'd any extraordinary Capacity; but 
following the Bent of his Inclinations, he 
apply'd himſelf to copy ſome of Mario's 
Flower-pieces, and afterwards' ſtudying 
Flowers from the Life, he attain'd to ſuch 
a Superiority in that Particular that no 
Spaniard went beyond him, witneſs the 
various Pieces he painted in the Churches 
and in the Houſes of Noblemen and others. 
In the Middle of the Chapel of our Lady 
del buen Conſejo, there are four Pieces of 
his doing, ſurprizingly fine. His Study 
was not leſs employ*d in Fruit-Pieces; and 
his Application was ſo great that he work*d 
as much by Night as by Day. One asking 
him, why he gave himſelf ſo much to 
Flowers, and left Figures, he anſwer'd, be- 
cauſe they coſt me leſs Pains and bring me 
more Money.

132. M iguel Mark, Painter, 


AS a Native and Inhabitant of the 
City of Valencia, the Son and 


Diſciple of Stephen Mark, and follow'd his 


Father's 
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Father's Genius in applying himſelf to 
Battle-pieces, but was more univerſal, and 
and had none of the Oddities of his Fa- 
ther's Humour. Beſides Battles he wrought 
many excellent Things; particularly there's 
a Painting of his at St. Francis m the 
third Order of that City; which is admi- 
rable : and likewiſe another of the ſame 
Saint not inferior to it, (in which the Prints 
of the Wounds are repreſented) in the 
Convent of the Madres Capuchinos : not 
to mention many more in other Places 
highly eſteemed by the Virtuoſo's.

AS a Native of old Caſtile, where 
he received ſome Inſtructions in the 
Art. He became a Diſciple, at Madrid, 
of Don Juan Caregno; there are pieces of 
his Work ; in the Church of the College 
of St. Thomas in the Convent of the Ag 
tinos Recoletos, there is a Picture of the

Aſter- 
wards, our Sebaſtian ſtuck to the School 
of Alonzo Cano, more for imitation than 
inſtruction, and accordingly he trod cloſe 
in his Steps. He afterwards turn'd out not 


only an excellent Painter, but a conſum- 


mate Sculptor and Architect; as is viſible 
in the repeated Works of his, which are 
admir'd at Madrid, in all the three Facul- 
ties. There are Pieces of his in the Con- 
vent of the Recoletos Aguſtinos, and in the 
Church of the imperial College of Ma- 
drid, and in the Church of St. Jerome; 
and another of the Martyrdom of St. 
Laurence (now in the Hands of a Lover 
of Art) nearly approaching to Titian, 
Tintoret and Paul Veroneſe, for it has the 
Excellencies of all Three. He was ſuper- 
intendant of the Kings Works, Aﬀiftant 
Harbinger, Painter of the Bed-Chamber 
to his Majeſty, keeper of the Palace of 
the Eſcurial, and other Employments. 
There is handed about among the Painters 
an Effigy in Wax about 4 Inches high, of

AS a Native and Inhabitant of Ma- 
drid His Fathers name was Domin-

became a renowned Painter, particularly 
for a tender, freſh, and ſoft Colouring. 
His Genius was ſo much inclin'd to the 
Mild and the Devout, that whenever he 
painted Gods and Goddeſſes, his Jupiter 
reſembled Feſus Chriſt, and his Juno the 
B. Virgin. There are many of his Works 
in Madrid; among others a Holy Mary in 
Egypt, in the Church of the Capuchin 
Fathers at Alcala de Henares, wherein are 
many excellent Figures, more eſpecial] 
the B. Virgin ſo beautiful and withal fo 
finely adorn'd as ſpeaks her Queen of Angels;

AS a Native of the Kingdom of 
Valencia. He had a great Genius 

for Painting, and learn'd ſomething of 
the Art under Eftevan Marc in the City 
of that Name, but did not perfect him- 
ſelf in that School, becauſe of the Maſters 
extravagant Humour; which made Soto- 
mayor, leave him and go to Madrid, where 
he continued in the Houſe of Caregno, and 
attain'd to ſuch a Maſtery in all the Parts 
of Painting as to be univerſally admir'd.

I 42. Ambroſio Martinez, 


AINTER, was born at Granada and 

lived there. He was a Painter of 
much eſteem, of the School of Alonſo 
Cano, as his Works declare in the Royal 
Monaſtery of St. Jerome, and in the Con- 
vent of St. Antony of the Religioſos Terce- 
ros of the 8 of St. Francis; and in 
the Convent of Carmalites in that City. 
He died young at Granada, 1674. 


143, Joſeph Moreno, Painter, 
W#% born at Burgos where he laid 
ſome foundation of the Art of 


Painting and then went to Madrid where 
he 


e 

continued with Franciſco de Solis, and made 
ſuch Progreſs that our Moreno's Manner 
of Painting very much reſembled his. 
Maſter's, nay, was more correct and of a 
better Guſto, for the Truth of which Aſ- 
ſertion I appeal to the various private 
Works which came out of his Hands; viz. 
A Flight into Egypt ; a St. Antonio Abbot; 
and a Saint Catherine Martyr, a conſum- 
mate Piece! As for publick Works, 
he did none that I know of. He return- 
ed to Burgos, where he died ſcarce 39 
Years old, Anno 1674. | | 


144. Phelipe Gil, Painter, 


\LOURIH'D at Valladolid, about 
, 1600, in which City he was alſo 
born, tho' he learn'd at Madrid in the 
School of Juan Vanderbamen, a Flemiſh 
Painter, and made great Improvements 
there; of which when he return'd to the 
Place of his Birth, he gave many demon- 
ſtrative Proofs in various Works; eſpe- 
cially in the College of Nignas Huerfanas, 
and in the Cloiſter of the Convent of St. 
Francis, where moſt of the Pictures are 
of . his Hand. He likewiſe excell'd in 

Face- 
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Face- painting, and ſtudied Nature ex- 
tremely. He held an Academy at his Houſe 
many Years, and had made ſo good a 
Collection of Drawings, Sketches, Models, 
and other Things relating to the Art, 
that upon his Death they were valu'd at 
3000 Ducats. He died Anno 1674, turn'd 
of 70 Years of Age. 


145. Matheo Cerezo, Painter, 


AS born in the City of Burgos, and 
coming to Madrid when hardly 15 

Years old, he - enter'd himſelf in the 
School of Don John Caregno, where he 
continued in the Study of Painting with 
ſuch Felicity, frequenting the Academies, 
and painting from the Life ſeveral Perſons, 
merely to exerciſe himſelf, and copying 
different Originals in the Royal Palace, 
beſides attending his School fo cloſely that 
he imbib'd his Maſter's Spirit to ſuch a 
degree as to make it a very difficult Mat- 
ter to diſtinguiſh his Works from thoſe 
of Caregno himſelf. He was little more 
than 20 Years old, when he left his Ma- 
ſters School, in order to make himſelf fa- 


mous. For the Publick he did a 
| ul 


. 
ful Pieces, which are in the Church of 
St. Elizabeth, and in the Convent de los 
Agonizantes; alſo in the Chapel of Our 
Lady de la Soledad in Madrid. But that 
which exceeds all praiſe is the Picture of 
the Caſtle of Emaus, which is in the Con- 
vent of the Auguſtin Recoletos. He left 
behind him many fine Works in Vallado- 
lid. Returning to Madrid he did a great 
deal of Work for particular Perſons. He 
likewiſe had ſo excellent a Hand at draw- 
ing Clowns and ordinary Pot-Companions 
that none. went beyond him tho? perhaps 
Andres de Leito equall'd him. He died at 
Madrid 1675, at the Age of 40. 


146. Fray Juan Rici, Painter, 


/ AS a Native of Madrid, and ſon 
of Antonio Rici a good Painter; 
and a Native of Bolonia. He was 
a Diſciple of Fray Juan Bautiſta 
Maino. There are of his Performances 
in Salamanca, and in Rioja, as alſo in the 
Cloiſter of St. Martin at Madrid : and 
Our Lady de Remedios, and in the Church 
and Cloiſters of the Metropolitan Church 
of * and of the Monaſtery of St. 
Jobn 
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Jobn, and in the Village of la Seca, 
fix Leagues from Valladolid. After he 
had made himſelf much eſteem'd in Spain, 
he went to Rome, where he enter'd him- 
ſelf in the Congregation of Monte Cafino, 
and where he wrought many Pieces which 
were much celebrated at Rome. He died 
in Monte Caſino 1675 Aged 80, 


I47. Pedro Antonio, Painter, 


VAS a Native and Inhabitant of the 
City of Cordova. He was a Diſ- 
ciple of Antonio del Caſtillo ; his Colour- 
ing was very beautiful and pleas'd the 
Vulgar ſo much that they applauded him 
above all his Co-temporaries, eſpecially 
after the Death of his Maſter, There are of 
his Works in the Church of the Royal 
Convent of St. Paul of the Predicant Or- 
der: without mentioning other Works of 
his both publick and private, which are 
very numerous and no leſs meritorious 


He died at Cordova 1675, in his 61ſt Year 
143. Don Toſeph Antonilex, 


| AINTER, was born at Seville, where 
he receiv'd his Principles of the Art 


of Painting, and in order to make himſelf 
more

more perfect he came to Madrid, where 
he went thro' a Courſe in the School of 
of Don Franciſco Rici, and frequented the 
Academies, (which were then very flouriſh- 
ing) and hemade ſuchImprovements that he 
was reckon'd one of the chief Painters of 
of his Time, and not without reaſon, wit- 
neſs his manyperformances bothpublickand 
Private which are to be ſeen at Madrid, in 
all which is particularly diſcover'd a grand 
Guſto and a Titianic Tint. He had a 
t Genius for Landskips, in which he 
ſhew'd a wonderful Delicacy and Fancy. 
He likewiſe drew Pictures from the Life, 
exceedingly reſembling the Perſons that 
fat for them. He did ſome Things for the 
Pariſh Church of St. Andrew in Madrid, 
and for the Church of Magdalena de Al- 
cala Henares, excellent Things! He 


died in Madrid 1676 aged 40. 


149. Don Antonio Bela, 


MDalINTER, he was the Son and Diſ- 
ciple of Chriſtopber Bela (a Painter of 
ſome Note) He had an uncommor Capacity 
for Painting He did many Things both 
in and out of Cordada. He painted two 
Stations

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Stations of the Cloiſter of St. Auguſtin's 


Convent. He died in 1676, little more 
than 40 Years of Ape. 


1 50. FranciſcoPalacios, Painter, 


AS a Native and Inhabitant of Ma- 
drid; he was a Diſciple of Yelaſquez, 
and one of thoſe who imitated his manner 
and tho' he was not known to have 
done any publick Work, there are 
excellent Pieces of his in 3 Families, 
eſpecially Portraits, which he drew extra- 
ordinary well; and which carry with them 
ſufficient Tokens of the excellent School 
he was brought up in, and of the Improve- 
ment he made there. He was not above 
36 Years of Age when he died ¶ Anno 
1676) in Maarid. 


151. Cornelio Scut, Painter, 


WII born a Hleming, but liv'd in 
Seville: He was an excellent Painter, 
Nephew; and Diſciple of another Cornelis 


Scut, a Graver in Aqua fortis, of whoſe 


Hand we have ſome Prints. The Ne- 
phew acquir'd a great Reputation in Paint- 
ing, having flouriſh'd in the Times of 

Murillo 


. 

Murillo and Valdes : and tho' his Works 
imitated the Flemings in an elaborate Tedi- 
ouſneſs and Prolixity. yet they are correct 
and highly worthy of Eſtimation. He 
drew a great number of Pieces which N 
clear Teſtimony of bis eminent Ability. 
He was a very great Deſigner; for which 
reaſon he uſually preſided in the Academy, 
giving to all that attended excellent Inſtruc- 
tions as wel] by word of Mouth as demon- 
ftrative Figures. He had likewiſe an un- 
common Talent for Face-painting, and 
was as much, if not more employed that 
way than any of the Profeſſion. He died 
in a good old Age, at Seville, Anno 1676. 


152. Alonzo Cano, 


Fa Sculptor and Architect, 
was born in Granada, Michael Cano 
his Father taught him the firſt Principles 
of Architecture, afterwards he gave him- 
ſelf to Painting at Seville, in the Houſe 
of Fanciſco Pacheco, where he ſpent eight 
Months in Deſigning, and then went on 
in the School of Juan del Caſtillo (ſome 
ſay likewiſe in that of old Herrera) 
and executed variety of publick Works, 
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in the ſaid City. When he was but 24 
Years old he work'd for the Town of 
Nebrija in the Igleſia Mayor an Effigy of 
Our Lady, with ſo much Skill that all 
the Artiſts of thoſe Parts were aſtoniſh'd 
at it: Nay the Fame of it ſpread to ſuch 
a Degree that Sculptors came from Flaxd- 
ers and copied it in ſmall, in order to 


Work it afterwards in great, in their own 


Country. No leſs admirable is the E 

of Chriſt crucified, which he made for the 
ſame Church. Under the Patronage of 
the Duke de Olivarez he came to Madrid 
and by that Noblemans intereſt obtamed 
the Office of Superintendant of the 
Royal Works, 1638. He made the 
Model of the Monument in the Con- 
vent of St. Giles at Madrid. He was 
Painter to the King and Teacher to the 


Prince Don Balthazar Carlos of Auſtria. 


At this Time he likewiſe drew ſeveral 
Hiſtorical Pieces both Publick and Private, 


particular! J. the famous Picture of the 


Miracle of St. J/idores Well, which is in 
the Pariſh Church of St. Mary at Madrid 


A Picture ſo exquiſite both for Deſign and 


Colouring, that it is really a Miracle of 
Art; nor leſs deſerving of immortal

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Applauſe is that of St. Francis in the Pariſſ 
Church of St. Jago, with many others ſo 
admirably executed that they ſeem to- be 
of Coregio's Hand. He made uſe of 
Prints nay ſometimes of indifferent ones, 
and by adding to ſome Parts and leaving 
out of others, they were the Occaſions of 
his producing very wonderful Conceptions; 
His Portraits were likewiſe marvelouſly 
well done. He afterwards drew ſome 
pictures in Valencia. He return'd to 
Madrid, where he drew ſome Pictures; 
Then he went to Granada where he carv'd 
for the great Altar in that Holy Church 
an Image of the Conception, ſo rarely 
finiſh'd that a Genoeſe Gentleman ſeveral 
Times offer'd four Thouſand Dubloons 
for it, which were refuſed. He govern'd 
the Work of the larger Chapel of the 
del Angel m Granada where the Statues 
are done with the Correction and Models 
of Cano. He alſo painted various Pictures 
for the Church of San Diego, the Convent 
of Diſcalceate Franciſcans without the 
Walls of that City, which are ſo nume- 
rous and ſo good that it raiſes ones Admi- 
ration up to Aſtoniſhment to ſee ſuch pro- 
fuſion of Excellencies. Malaga may 


likewiſe 
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likewiſe boaſts of having ſome of his 
Performances. He return'd to Granada 
where he perform'd many Works both in 
Painting and Sculpture, for private Per- 
ſons. He had that Facility in drawing 
any Thing, that he left Draughts innu- 
merable. He was a Man really worthy 
of immortal Memory; a Prince in all the 
three Arts, of Painting, Sculpture, and 
Architecture. He was likewiſe a great 
Mathematician. He left many Diſciples; 
but thoſe of moſt Note were Don Pedro 
Mena Sculptor, and in Painting Don Juan 
Nigno, and Don Pedro Atanaſio, Ciezar, 
and others, of whom particular Mention 

will be made. He died in Granada 1676, 


aged 76. 
153. Don Antonio Garcia Rey- 
noſo, Painter, 


| AS a Native of the Town of Cabra, 
and a Diſciple of Sebaſtian Marti- 
nez (an excellent Painter in the City 
of Faen) whom he imitated in the 
Main, but ſtudied Nature ſo little, that 
he became ſomewhat of a Mannerift, but 


with a very ſingular Grace and good 


Taſte, in Hiſtories, Landskips, Drapery,

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and Skies. He had an abundant and 


rich Vein in Invention, and left number- 
leſs Draughts, which he deſign'd with 
perfect Accuracy. His Drawings were 


either waſh'd, done with a Pen, or a piece 


of Charcoal, or Chalk; not contenting 
himſelf with making one or two Drawings 
of the ſame Subject, he made a great 
many, and all of them different = 
one another. He drew a Jarge Picture 
for the Church of the Capuchin Fathers 
of the City of Andujar, which is a 


moſt beautiful Performance, and vaſtly 


extoll'd by Sebaſtian Martinez and Fray 


Manuel de Molina (both great Painters.) 


He likewiſe painted a celebrated Picture 


of St."Suſannah bathing, for Dan Antonio 


de , Ayala, a Gentleman who liv'd in the 
Town of Linares, and was a great Lover 


of Painting; our Artiſt having finiſh'd 


the Piece and plac'd it in the Court Yard 
to dry, a young Sparrow from the Houſe- 
top ſeeing the Landskip, and in it the 
Waters of the Bath and a Pond, flew 
down ſeveral Times and attempted to 
ſettle on the Edges of the Pond, to the 
Admiration of the By-ſtanders, and the 
great Credit of a Performance which was 

execut- 
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executed with ſuch Propriety as to de- 


ceive the little Creature. He was likewiſe | 


well skill'd in Architecture, and did many 
publick Works in the Kingdom of Jae, 
eſpecially at Andijar: — his moſt re- 
markable Works of that kind are in the 
Town of Martos. In 1675, he went to 
Cordova where he drew variety of Pictures 
both publick and private; and died 
there Anno 1677, m his 54th Year. 


154. Michael Geronimo dt 
Giezar, Painter, 


AS a Native and Inhabitant of 
Granada. He was one of the 
brighteſt Diſciples of Alonſo Cano, as 
may be inferr'd from the Abundance of 
his Works in that City, both in publick 
Places and private Houſes; particularly 
in the Convent of de! Angel, and in the 
Hoſpital del Corpus. He died 1677, in 
an advanc'd Age. He left a Diſciple 
call'd Phil. Gomez, who was very far 
advanc'd 1 in the Art, and whoſe Works 
in the Church of St. Anthony do honour 
to the good School of his Maſter. Gomes 
died about 60 Years of Age, Anno 1694.

ty of Jaen, and a Rival of 
5 Hay Martinez, and in order to 
enable himſelf to make greater Oppoſi- 
tion to him, he went and ſtudied at 
Rome; from wence after he had great- 
ly improv'd himſelf he came back to Jaen, 
where he painted many marvellous Pieces 
in his Convent of St. Francis, He like- 
wiſe drew Portraits with a ſuperior Art, 
and perfectly well reſembling the Life. 
He died in the laid Convent 1677, 
aged 63. 


1 5 6. Geronimo de Bobadilla, 


AINTER, was born at Antequera, 
but lived in Seville, where he learn'd 

the Art of Painting, in the School of 
Zurbaran. In this School he attain'd 
to great Knowledge, eſpecially in the 
Perſpective, and in painting Hiſtories 
of a middling Size, with a very good and 
beautiful Colouring; which he did with ſo 
excellent a Grace and Nicety that Murillo 
| thought 
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thought fit to turn over to him ſome 
Things of that Nature; and he made them 
ſo ſmooth and gloſſy, that they did not 
look as if they were painted, but bur- 
niſhed. — this he had ſome Varniſhes 
lo tran t and drying, that they 
ſeem'd 4 Glaſs, and - he had a 
good Gout and Fancy in the Compoſition, 
had he been more aided by the Art-of 
Deſign, he had been compleatly perfect; 
however in his Way, he was one of the 
greateſt Artiſts in Painting. His Houſe was 
one continued Magazine of Rarities, a 
perfect Cabinet of Curioſities relating to 
the Study of this Art; every Room 
being fill'd with exquiſite Models, Figures 
of the Academy, many original Deſigns, 
and rough Sketches of great Maſters. He 
died in the foremention d City 1680, be- 
tween the Age of 60 and 61, 


157. Don Juan de Alfaro, 


AINTER, was a Native of the 
City of Cordova, and a Diſciple of 
Caſtillo, coming to Madrid, he was a 
conſtant Attendant in the School of Ve- 
lazquez, where he improv'd ſo wonder- 
H 3 fully, 
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fully, that his Paintings (eſpecially Por- 
traits) ſeem'd no way: inferior to thoſe of 
Velazquez; and if he vary'd any Thing 
from him, it was to incline to Vandyke's 
Manner, whoſe Works he was very much 
attach'd to, and copy'd ſome of em with 
ſo diſtinguiſh'd an Excellence that they 
made the Originals doubtful; not coming 
ſhort in the Pieces he copy'd from Titian 
and Rubens, which, by being a Diſciple 
of the Painter to the King's Bed-Cham- 
ber, he eaſily attain'd the Liberty to copy; 
more particularly, he grew to ſuch Per- 
fection in painting Portraits in ſmall, 
that he was equal to the beſt Artiſts that 
Way. He came back to Cordova before 
he was quite 20, and there was no publick 
or private Work to be done but he was 
apply'd to; upon which Occafion he made 
abundance of Pictures, for the Cloiſter of 
St. Francis of that City. He at that Time 
drew the famous Piece of the Incarna- 
tion of the Divine Word which is in the 
Oratory of the Diſcalceate Carmelites 
without the Walls of Cordova, inſomuch 
that it ſeemed incredible that ſo young an 
Artiſt ſhould be equal to ſuch Perfor- 
mances, or able to do any thing like em. 

f Returning 
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Returning, to Madrid, he manifeſted his 
great Skill and Genius in numberleſs 
publick and private Works ; particularly, 
Portraits in little, which then were much 


in Vogue, and bore the beft Price. - At 


that time he executed the celebrated 
Piece of the Guardian Angel, which is 
in a Chapel of the Church of the Im- 
perial College at Madrid, the whole 
conducted with a grand Gout and Beauty, 
He did ſome Portraits vaſtly reſemblin 

the Life, in and ſo noble, fo — 
and eaſy a Manner, that they ſeemed to 
be of Vandyte's Hand. At that time 
he alſo drew the Picture of that Spaniſb 
Phenix in Poetry, Don Pedro Calderon 
de Ia Barca, which is now placed over 
his Tomb in the Pariſh Church of San 


Salvador. He was no lefs excellent in 


Landskips. Returning to Cordova, he 
drew variety of Pictures and Portraits, 
and then went to Madrid where he 
executed abundance of Pieces as well for 
the Publick, as for particular Perſons ; 
but after ſome Time, Buſineſs fell off, and 
he faw himſelf fo deftitute of Employ- 
ment that he was unable to mamtain 
himſelf in his former Decorum ; and tho? 

H 4 he 
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he uſed his beſt Endeavours to get 
Work at the Picture-Shops of which 
ſort of Shops there were abundance at 
that time, (ſo low was he obliged to 
humble himſelf) yet cou'd he find none ; 
which ſunk him i into ſo deep a Me- 
lancholy, that it ſhorten'd his Days in the 
40th Year of his Age, Anno 1680. 


15 8. Enrique de las Marinas, 


AINTER; his Birth-place was 

Cadiz, where he laid the Foundation 
of the Art of Painting, which after a 
while finding himſelf ſufficiently grounded 
in, he took to painting Ships and Matters 
relating to the Sea, being invited to it 
by the great Choice of Subjects, which 
he met with in that delicious Port, He 
went afterwards to Rome, where they 
nick-named him Enrique de las Marinas, 
which he was ſo well known by, that 
his real Name is a Secret to this 
Day. He was undoubtedly ſo great an 
Artiſt in Sea-pieces that none ever 
outdid him, and but few (if any) came up 
to him. He died at Rome, 1680, in 


his 6oth Year.

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159. Jacinto Geronimo de 
Eſpinoſa, Painter. 

JT AS born at Valencia and lived there. 
He was an incomparable Painter, 
and a Diſciple of Ribalta, vaſtly ſtu- 
dious and followed Nature extreamly; 
his Painting has ſuch Force of Light 
and Shade, that they ſeem to be of the 
Hand of Cavallero Maximo. His Works 
are numberleſs, as well in publick Places 
as private Houſes. He lived to a great 
Age and died at Valencia, 1680. 


1 60. Fray Juan de Guzman, del 
Santiſſimo Sacramento, Painter. 


AS born at La Puente de Don 
Gonzalo, in the Kingdom of Cor- 
dova, and a Diſciple of Bernave Aimenes 
de Tileſcas, He went to Rome, where 
he convers'd much with Enrique de las 
Marinas. He return'd to Sparn, and went 
to Seville where he gave Demonſtration 
of his great Ability. He painted much 


in his Convent of Deſcalces de Aguilar, 
as 
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as likewiſe for others of that Province. 
He was a very great Theoriſt in that Art; 
in Archite&ure, and likewiſe m Arith- 
metick, Geometry, and Perſpective con- 
ſummate. He work'd much for the Bare- 
foot Carmelites without the Walls of 
the City of Cordova, as well from his 
own Inventions as from Prints of dif- 
ferent Authors, be they who they wou'd, 
(a Liberty in which he was not ſcru- 
pulous) which he executed with a ſu- 
perior Guſto, Sweetneſs, and Maſtery ; 
he pamted with a great body of Colours, 
and his Colouring was very grateful and 
agreeable, and in handling his Pencil he 
was excellent, imitating the Manner of 
Rubens and Vandyke ; of this Aſſertion 
the foremention'd Paintings are exemplary 


- Inſtances, eſpecially the principal Picture 


of the great Altar. He likewiſe painted 
for the Convent of St. Auguſtin of the ſaid 
City of Aguilar. He died in his Convent, 
1680, aged 69. 


161. Joſepb Romani, Painter, 


AS born at Bolonia and a Diſciple 
VV of Miguel Colona. He was a 
great 


(er) 
great Painter in Diſtemper, and in Freſco, 
and lived at Madrid many Years: In 
the famous Garden-Houſe of the Au- 
guſtin Recolets (which was the Treaſury 
of the beſt Paintings in the World) he 
painted divers Pieces in a perfect Taſte, 
in the Manner of that good School, 
not only as to the Architecture and De- 
corations,but in the Figures and little Boys, 
with great Exactneſs and Underſtandin 
of the Foreſhortenings of Figures, — 
Skill not only in common Perſpective, 
but in that which is uſed in Cielings. 
There is an Image of Our Lady of his 
doing in Freſco which is upon a Corner 
Houſe in the Precinct of Barquillo in 
Madrid, which ſtill preſerves the utmoſt 
Freſnneſs and Delicacy; and here by the 
Way, it may not be amiſs to inform 
the Reader, that in this ſort of Painting 
(i. e. Freſco) to my Knowledge, Joſep 
Romani, aſſoon as ever it was dry, uſed 
to rub it over with Linſeed-Oyl (a Thing 
very neceſſary, becauſe of its being ex- 
s'd to the Inclemency of the Weather.) 
And as for the Yellowneſs which might 
be occaſioned by the Linſeed-Oy], that 


is ſoon done away and purified by the 
Air 
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Air and the Sun. Romani likewife did 
ſeveral Pictures in the upper Court of 


Boadilla. He died at Madrid 1680, in 
in his 64th Year. 


162. Juſepe Martinez, and 


his Son, Painters. 


OSEPH was a Native and Inhabi- 

tant of the City of Zaragoza. He 
ſtudied the Art of Painting, at Rome. 
He return'd to his native Country, and 
was made the King*s Painter ad honorem. 
There are in that City abundance of 
his Works ; particularly, the four Paint- 
mgs of the Angles in the Cloiſter of 
the Monaftery of Feronymites ; he alſo 
painted many Pieces of the Life of Chriſt, 
mcomparable Things! He had a Son 
who was no leſs skilled than his Father, 
who ſent him to ſtudy at Rome. In 
the Carthufian-Houſe of Aula Dei, he 
painted St. Brund's Life, with great 
Reach of Conception and beautiful Co- 
louring 3 and died there 1690, aged 50. 
His Father continued at Zaragoza where 
he died 1682, in his yoth Year, or 
thereabouts.

AINTE R, was a Native and In- 
habitant of Madrid. He was Scholar 
to Pedro de las Cuevas.

V Vulgar, 
and accordingly he did an infinite Number 
of Things. He left a Library, and a 
Study of Paintings, which was valu'd at 
Six Thouſand Ducats.

Houſe, which contributed much to his 
Improvement, and gave him great Facili- 
ty in Inventing, tho he gave himſelf 
much to Painting as a Manneriſt, without 
ſtudying Nature or copying after her, 
unleſs on a very extraordinary Occaſion. 
He died 1684, at Madrid, aged 55. 


165. Dionis Mantuano, Painter, 


AS a Bologneſe, and a great Painter 
| in Diſtemper and Freſco, but con- 
fin'd himſelf to Architecture, Perſpec- 
tive, and Decorations; as for Figures, 
were it only an ugly Face for a Spout of 
Water, dr a Lion's or Bear's Head to be 
ſet on a Wall, or Figures carv'd on Pi- 
laſters with Faces and Breaſts like Women 
without Arms, and terminating with 
Leaves, inſtead of Legs, in theſe and 
the like, he was fain to make uſe of other 
Hands, a common Thing among Fo- 
reigners. He was at Genoa in 1656; after- 
wards came over to Madrid, where he 
did abundance of Work, and where he 
wn 1684, little more than 60 Years 
old.

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166. Antonio de Arias Fer- 


nandea, Painter, 


AS a Native and Inhabitant of 

Madrid, and a Diſciple of Pedro 
de las Cuevas, When he was but 14 
Years old, he made the whole Picture, 
which 1s in the great Altar, of the Calceate 
Carmelites of Toledo, and which got him ſo 
much Honour and Applauſe, that being 
thereby encourag'd to proceed in his Study, 
by that Time he was 25 Years of Age, 


he was pitch'd upon for one of the great 
Artiſts of Madrid, who were employed 


to draw the Pictures of the Kings of Spain 


in the Salon de las Comedias. He was 
very dexterous and of an extenſive Geni- 
us, and he had great Force in his Manner 
of Painting. He did eleven Pictures for 
the high Cloiſter of the Royal Convent 
of St. Philip, which is an excellent Per- 
formance. He died in a good old Age at 
Madrid, 1684.

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167. Don Juan de Revenga, 


CULPTOR, was born at Zaragoza, 

and deſcended of as good a Family 
as any in the Kingdom of Aragon. He 
went over into [taly in his Youth, and 
was one of the moſt eminent Men of his 
Time. He would not declare himſelf 4 
Profeſſor of Sculpture, but only a Lover 
of it, yethe wrought abundance of Things 
to pleaſure his Friends. He alſo did ma- 
ny things in Wax which vied with Na- 
ture, if they did not ſurpaſs; being ſpurr'd 
on by ſome Friends, he did the moſt 
celebrated Statue of Our Lady in the 
Convent of Angels of the Franci/- 
can Nuns at Madrid, which he exe- 
cuted with ſo ſuperior a Got and 
Underſtanding, that, for this Image alone, 
he deſerves immortal Honour. He was 
turn'd of 70, when he died, Anno 1684. 


168. Don Franciſco Rici, 


P 


IV. and Charles II. was born at 


Madrid, where he did a great Number 
of moſt beautiful Things; among which 
are

are the two celebrated Pictures in the 
Chapel of St. Vidore in Madrid; the 


Subject of one of which is the Miracle . 


of the Well of that Saint; and the other 
the Battle of the Plains of Toloſa. Both 
marvellous Pieces of Art! There is 
likewiſe the famous Monument of the 
holy Church at Toledo; a. prodigious 
Work and in all Reſpects worthy of 
Admiration ! In this he had the Aſſiſtance 
of Carregno, Mantuano, and Eſcalante. 
He was a very great Architect and Per- 
ſpectiviſt: he left Draughts and Deſigns 
Shout Number; he had great Facility in 
Working; and when once he had deſigned 
or contrived a Thing, he never altered it, 
for then, he would ſay, he ſhould never 
have done; and that a Thing may be well 
done, be it what it wwou'd, or in what Pofi- 
tion ſoever, having no ſubſtantial Fault, 
He died at the Eſcurial 1684, aged 77.

AN DSK IP Painter, was born at 

Madrid, and a Scholar of Auto- 
nilez. He made Landskips with uncom-

would enrich his Works with ſuch Va- 
riety and Beauty as was perfectly ſur- 
prizing; there are abundance of his Works 
as well in Convents as in private Houſes.

170. Ignacio de IJriarte. | 


ANDSEKIP Painter, was born at 

Seville, and by the joint Suffrages 
of all his Co-temporaries was allow'd 
to be ſingular for his Performance in 
Landſkip, and his bon Got in that Branch 
of Painting: Inſomuch that Murillo ſaid, 
Jpnacio drew Landskips by Divine In- 
fpiration ; for any other Way it ſeem'd 
impoſſible to do what he did, if we con- 
ſider the various Conceptions and Fancies 
which offer'd themſelves to him, in the 
Execution of them; of which there's 
a great Number in Seville, eſpecially 
in private Families, and they are all 
held in high Eſteem. He died at _

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171. Don Franciſco de Her- 
rera, the Younger, 


AINT ER and Architect to his 
Majeſty. He was a Native of Seville, 
and a Diſciple of his Father Herrera 

the Elder. Afterwards he went to Rome, 
where he ſtudy'd with great Appli- 
cation, as well in the Academies, as 
the famous Statues and eminent Works 
in that City; whereby he made himſelf 
not only a great Painter, but a compleat 
Architect and Perſpectiviſt. He had alſo 
a great Genius for drawing the Merry- 
meetings of fuddling Companions z and 
he arriv'd to ſo ſuperior an Excellence 
in painting Fiſhes, that in Rome he went 
commonly by the Name of The Fi- 
painting Spaniard. Returning to Seville, 
he did ſome Pieces with univerſal Ap- 
probation ; particularly that of St. Francis 
de Aſis, which is in the Front of the 
Chapter-Room of the Confraternity of the 
moſt Holy Sacrament, belonging to the 
Sanctuary of the ſaid Church; a Ma- 
ſter piece of Painting, and very 2 
for the Diſtribution of its Lights an 
ä I 2 Shades, 
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Shades, in which he ſingularly excelPd. 
He alſo made ſome Portraits, which were 
noble, natural, and eaſy ; eſpecially that 
of a Frenchman, in the Habit of a Hun- 
ter or Sportſman, loading his Piece, which, 
- 'm told by thoſe who have ſeen it, 
is exquiſitely well done. He came to Ma- 
drid, where he wrought a great many fine 
Thingsz and among others, there's a 
Picture of Feſus of Nazareth fallen down 
with the Croſs upon him (which is in 
the Houſe of a e of Art) ſo ſu- 
reamly executed in the Conduct and 

bſervance of the Lights, that it perfectly 
reſembles thoſe of Titian. He had an 
uncommon Talent for repreſenting the 
Paffages and Humours of boozing and 

ttling Companions, in little Tippling- 
Houſes and Two-penny Ordinaries, of 
which I have ſeen fome wonderfully 
well executed; but he excell'd more in 
Flowers, which he painted with that 
ſprightly Briſkneſs, that Contraſt, Light- 
neſs,and delicate Softneſs you would think, 
that if you were to blow upon them 
that they would move. Particularly he 
drew a Picture, about two Yards in 
Depth, with a Tabernacle, nobly put in 


Per- 
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Perſpective, and ſome little Figures of 
Boys, and a Feſtoon of Flowers, with 
which they ſeem'd to be adorning it; 
which is an abſolute Miracle of Art! 
He was likewiſe a very able Archite&, 
and accordingly made abundance of Mo- 
dels for Altar-pieces and other Works of 
ArchiteQure, which are now eſteem*d by 
Artiſts as ſo many Jewels. He died t685, 
aged 63, "toe 


172. Don Juan Carregno, 


AINTER of the Bed-Chamber to 

Charles II. Tho? he lived at Ma- 
drid, he was born at Abiles in Aſturias, 
in 1614. He began to defign and 
draw in the Houſe of Pedro de las 
Cuevas; and proceeded in the Colouring- 
part with Bartholome Roman. Madrid 
and other Cities and Towns abound 
with his Works ; of which ſome in 
Oil are exceeding fine. He drew a 
Picture of Feſus, Mary, and Foſeph, 
which is in the Church of the Convent 
of Benedictine Monks of the Advocation 
of St. Martin ; the Colouring whereof is 
extolled by all the Painters as being - a 
I 3 U- 
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ſuperior Excellency. He drew a beauti- 
ful Magdalen for the Almirante de Caſtilla 
to be hung up in the Hall, which he a- 
dorn'd with the Paintings of the moſt 
eminent Spaniards, There are two Pic- 
tures of his in the famous Chapel of 
St. Ifidore Labrador in Madrid, at the 
Sight whereof all Praiſe becomes mute, 
and is ſwallow'd up. with Admiration. 
Segovia too poſſeſſes * of his Works. 
He did likewiſe a famous Picture for 
the Convent of the Trinitarians, of the 
City of Pamplona, of the myſterious Inſti- 
tution of theſe ſacred Religious; where- 
in he exhauſted all the Excellencies of 
the Art; nay, there's a rough Draught 
of his now in one of his Diſciples Hands, 
which is worthy of Admiration, He 
drew Faces excellently well, and all ſa 
much reſembling the Life, that they 
are perfectly ſurprizing ; befides a ſupream 
Goilt which Heav'n. beſtow'd on him 
in a Tint, between Titian and YVandyke, 
ſo that, equalling them both, he was 
ſuperior to either. His Painting was 
amiable, ſoft, and tender. He died 1685.

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173. Don Bartholome Murillo, 


AINTER ; he was born 1613, at 
Pilas, a Town five Leagues from 
Seville, He was a Diſciple of Fuan 
de Caſtillo; and after he had learn'd 
enough to maintain himſelf by paint- 
ing ſuch ordinary Things, as were ufually 
put to fale at Markets and Fairs, he 
made up (a Cuſtom which prevaib'd very 
much at that Time) a Cargo of Pictures 
for the Indies. Coming to Madrid he 
ot into Favour with Velazquez, by 
whoſe Means he frequently ſaw all the 
beſt Paintings at Court, and the Eſcurial, 
and in other Royal Palaces, and No- 
blemens Houſes. He copy*d many Pieces 
of Titian, Rubens, and Vandyte, whereby 
he much improv'd himſelf in Colouring, 
not neglecting the Deſigning- part from 
the Statues, and in the Academies of 
Madrid; and more by the Correctneſs 
and grand Manner of Velazguez, whoſe 
Communication was of great Service to 
him. He return'd to Seville, where 
ſtudying from Nature (according to the 
Practice he had obſerv'd in Velazquez) 
I'4 he 
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he painted at that Time the famous Cloiſt- 
er of the Convent of St. Francis; in 
which is diſcoverable that Force of Clair 
Obſcure, ſo different from what he af- 
terwards practis d. He wrought all af- 
ter Nature, preſerving however the Ideas 
of what he had ſeen and ſtudied 4 and 
altho* ſome. foreign Authors have ſaid 
that he had been in 1taly, it is not true. 
But the Caſe is, Foreigners will not 
allow any Spaniard the leaſt Sprig of 
Laurel in this Art, unleſs he has paid 
Cyſtom in Italy; not- conſidering, that 
Italy has transferr'd itſelf to Spain in 
Statues, eminent Paintings, Prints and 
Books ; and that the Study of Nature, 
together with the foreſaid Auxiliaries, 
abounds in all Countries; not to men- 
tion the famous Men who have come 
from thence, and have left with us 
their School and their Works, from 
Philip II's Time to this preſent; to 
which we may add the Spaniards 
who have travell'd into Tah, and 
have return'd fraught with Inſtructions 
from thence. After. the Work of the 
ſaid Cloiſter (either thro! the Force of 


his Fate, or the Flattery of popular 
. Ap- 


/ 
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Applauſe) Murillo gave into Sweetning 
the Tint more, and Weakning his 


Shades; but yet with ſo exceeding a 


Gout, that in this Particular no Painter, 
either Spaniard or other, excelPd him: 
Accordingly. at this very Time, out of 
Spain, a Picture of Murillo's is more 
eſteem'd than one of Titian's or Vans ' 
es; ſo powerful is the Blandiſhment 
of | Colouring, to attract the popular 
Breath and Applauſe of the many. There 
are ſome of his Works ſo extreamly 
fine, in the Hands of the Virtuoſi, that 
they are truly glorious to behold ! And 
among others there are ſeveral large 
Pictures in the holy Church of Seville: 
and many more in the Church of the 
Capuchins ; and in that of la Charidad 
in the ſaid City, there are ſo many and 
thoſe ſo aſtoniſhing, that no-body, who 
either loves or practiſes the Art, but 
as ſoon as he ſets his Foot within the 
Place is ſo enraptur'd, that *tis a good 
while before he can come to himſelf, 
or recover the Uſe of his Speech. Gra- 
nada likewiſe prides herſelf in the Ad- 
vantage of poſſeſſing ſome of his Works, 
and Cordova no leſs. In Face-painting,

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he was alſo eminently ſkilbd; nor ought 
J to omit the excellent Talent he had 
for Landſkips, which occafionally offer'd 
in his Hiſtories. He died 1685, aged 72. 


174. Don Joſepb Ramirez, | 


AS born at Valencia and a Diſciple 
of Geronimo de Eſpinoſa, and ſo 
Itke his Maſter in his Manner of Paint- 
ing, that many People have taken 
his Works for his Maſter's. There are 
ſome Pictures of his Hand in the Cloiſter 
of the Congregation of San Felipe Neri. 
He died in the foreſaid City, 1686, 
and little more than 60 Years of Age. 


17 5. Don Joſeph Donoſo, _ 


AINTER and Architect, was a 

Native of the Town of Conſuegra, 

and a Diſciple of his Father. He went 

to Madrid, and was under the Inſtruc- 
tion of Franciſco Fernandez, till he was 

18 Years of Age; when he went 
over to Rome, to proſecute his Studies, 
for the Space of ſeven Years, where he 

\ became a great Painter, an excellent 


Per- 
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Perſpectiviſt, and a conſummate Archi- 


tet, He afterwards return'd to Spain 
and came to Madrid, where he perfected 
himſelf in Colouring, in the School of 
Don Juan de Carregno. In the Convent 
of la Viftoria, he drew Heads to a 
ſurprizing Degree, and Pieces of Archi- 
tecture and Perſpective excellently well. 
He wrought the Conception of Our 
Lady, which is in the Presbyterio of 
the Pariſh-Church of St. Nicholas, and 
is one of his moſt valuable Works and 
in the beſt Gout of any that ever went 


out of his Hands. He 'likewiſe drew 


the Supper of Our Lord with his Apo- 
ſtles, together with admirable Pieces of 
Architecture and Perſpective, which il- 
luſtrated his Hiſtories in ſuch Manner 
that they ſeem'd to be of Paul Veronefe. 
There is likewiſe in a Chapel the two 
Saints Fuſtus and Paſtor, an incompa- 
rable Thing ! He alſo drew the Plans 
of ſeveral Edifices, He died at Madrid 
1686, aged 58.

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176. Manuel Gutierrez, Sculpt. 
E was a Native of the Town of 
Palacios de Benayel, in the Neigh- 


bourhood of Burgos, He was a noted 
Sculptor, and Co-temporary of Pedro 


Aloniſo de los Rios at Madrid, and much 


an Imitator of his Study ; there are of 
his Works m the Convent of Calceate 
Carmelites, and in the Church of the 
Noviciate of the Society of Feſus. He 
died in Madrid 1687, little more than 
50 Years old. 


177. Don Simon de Leon Leal, 


AINTER, was a Native and 
Inhabitant of Madrid. He was one 
of Pedro de las Cuevas's Scholars; and 
continuing in his Study from Nature, 
and copying celebrated Pictures, he ar- 
rived to be one of the greateſt Painters 
in Madrid; convincing Proofs of this 
are his numerous and famous Works; 
and among others he painted the prin- 
cipal Piece of the Great Altar of the 

New- 
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New-Church of the Noviciado of the 
Society of Feſus, which is about ſeven 
Yards high. There is likewiſe at Toledo 
an excellent Picture of his, in the Church 
of las Madres Capuchinas, over-againſt 
another of Carlo Maratii He fol- 
lowed Yandyke's School, as well in Great 
as in Small, with much Beauty and 
freſhneſs of Colouring. He died in Madrid 


1687, aged 77. 


178. Don Lorenzo de Soto, 


AINTER, was born at Madrid, 

and a Diſciple of Benito Manuel a fa- 
mous Landſkip Painter; and accordingly 
Don Lorenzo applied himſelf more to 
Landſkips than Figures, tho* he did not 
want for a Capacity in that Part too 
but he did not cultivate the latter ſo 
much as the former, in which he undoubt- 
edly was excellent and made them v 
like thoſe of his Maſter.. He likewiſe 
wrought ſome Pieces with little Hiſtories 
of holy Anchorets of both Sexes, with 
ſingular Succeſs and Eſteem. He died at 
Madrid 1688, aged 54.

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179. Don Pedro Athanafio, 


AINTER, was a Native of Granada, 

and Scholar of Alonſo Cano. He 
had a more than ordinary grand Goũt 
and a Sweetneſs of Colourihg, not with- 
out being indebted to the Works of 
Pedro de Moya, together with the Van- 
dyke Manner, which he took a great 
Fancy to, and obtain'd it with that Fe- 
licity that he ingroſs'd to himſelf the 
popular Applauſe. There are many and 
very good Pieces of his in the Carthu- 
an Houſe in Granada; and in the 
Cloiſter of Our Lady of Grace, are 
many very good Ones; and one whoſe 
Subject is the moſt Holy Conception 
a Phenix in its Kind! He was a good 
while at Seville, where he gave demon- 
ſtrative Proofs of his Ability, in ſome 
private Works, and afterwards (in 1680) 
came to Madrid, where, he uſed to ſay, 
he fear'd none but Lucas Fordan, and 
not any Spaniſh Painter whatever; but 
m Truth .he was a great Boaſter. He 
died at Granada 1688, not much above 
go Fears old. 
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180. Don MWicolas de Villacis, 


AINTER, was a Native of the 

City of Murcia. He was a Diſciple 
of Velazquez, and then went to Rome 
to compleat himſelf thoroughly as he did, 
in the moſt exquifite Parts of the Art. 
Returning to his Native Country, he 
followed his Studies there, and was 
very exact in his Drawing; being ex- 
treamly accurate, and tedious in finiſhing 
his Works. The Stile of his Colour- 
ing, in Freſco and in Oil, was very 
. N as having learn'd it in 1taly. 

e did in Murcia ſeveral great Works 
both in private and publick. He died 
1690, at no very great Age. 


I 81. Antonio Caſirejon, Painter. 


AS a Native and Inhabitant of 
Madrid. He was well verſed in 
the practical Part of Painting; and altho' 
he was a Manneriſt, he had a great 
Freedom and Eaſe in Inventing : He had 
a very good Hand at little Hiſtories, in 
Jmally 
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ſmall, of which many are to be ſeen in 
the Perſpectives of Don Rogue Ponce and 
Joſeph Garcia, and in ſome Garlands of 
Gabriel de la Corte. He painted alſo a 
good deal in great, as may be ſeen in 
the Pariſh-Church of St. Michael, and in 
that of St. Giles at Madrid. He died 
1690, aged 65. 
182. Don Sebaſtian Mugnox, 
| King's Painter, 
7 AS born at the Town of Na- 
valcarnero, and was a Diſciple of 
Claudio Coblo and one of the brighteſt 
of 'em. At 26 Years of Age he went 
to Rome, to ſtudy under the Correction 
of Carlo Maratti : and at 30 he return'd 
back to Spain, where he began to ſhew 
his great Abifity, as well in the Aca- 
demies, in Deſigning and Drawing, as 
in ſeveral Paintings in Oil and Freſco 
which offer'd themſelves; and eſpecially 
in the Royal Palace; there is alſo a large 
tece of bis of the Funeral of the Queen 
of Spain, Donna Maria Luiſa de Orleans, 
Charles TI's Conſort) in the Convent 
of the Carmelites Calceate, at Madrid, 
where he died 1690, aged 36.

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183. Don Juan de Valdes, 
AINTER, Sculptor, and Architect, 
was born at Seville: He went to Cordes 

da, where he painted, in the Church of the 
Calceate Carmelites, ſome Women Saints 
drawn to the Middle, with ſo much 
Beauty of Deſign, Colouring, and Hand- 
ling that they ſeem to be of Yelaſquez ; 
and undoubtedly they are done from 
the Life, ſince they have the very Viva- 
city and Truth thereof. Returning to 
Seville he made a cclebrated Picture for 
la Charidad, of the Triumph of the 
Crols, a moſt curious Piece ! and there 
likewiſe is an Hieroglyphick of Death, 
repreſenting a dead Corpſe corrupted and 
half devour'd with Worms, which gives 
an Horror and Dread to look at it ; 
beſides it is ſo natural, that many 
ſeeing it, inadvertently, have either 
{hrunk back with Fear, or ftopp'd theif 
Noſes, leſt they ſhould be infected with 
the Stench of the Corruption. In ſhort, 
our Valdes was a very great Deſigner 
an excellent Perſpectiviſt, Architect, and 
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Models he had a wonderful Readineſs. He 
preſided many Years in the Academy 
of the ſaid City, and defign'd therein 
with the greateſt Maſtery and Facility of 
any. He died at Madrid 1691, aged 60. 


184. Don Tuan de Laredo, 


AINTER, was born at Madrid, 
1 and a Diſciple of Rici. He paint- 
ed in Perſpectives; and excelld in 
the Manage of Diſtemper, and eſpecially 
for Groves, Gardens, and Cottages. He 
died at Madrid 1692, aged 60. 


i185. Don Bartolome Perez, 


H E King's honorary Painter, was 

born at Madrid; and was Son-in 
law to Arellano; and came to paint Flow- 
ers full as well as his Father-in-law, for 
whom his Son uſed to paint the Figures 
in ſome of his Pieces. He had likewiſe 
a particular Grace and Beauty in painting 
Curtains. He died at Madrid 1693, 
aged 59.

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186. Don Claudio Coello, 
DAINTER of the Bed-Chamber 


and Architect. He was a Native of 
Madrid, and a Diſciple of Franciſco Rici. 
He grew a very great Proficient as well 
in Hiſtory as in Architecture and Perſpec- 
tive, both in Diſtemper and Freſco. He 
did two Portraits in the Parochial Church 
of St. Andrew, which ſeem as if done 
by Velaſquez. He copied much the Origi- 
nals of Titian, Rubens, Yandyke,and others, 
by which Means he vaſtly improved his 
Colouring. He painted ſome Things in the 
Cupola of the Chapel del Santo Chriſto, in 
the Imperial College, ſo exceeding curious 
that tis no exaggerating to ſay they come 
up to Anibal; for in truth, it is impoſſi- 
ble to out-do them. He alſo executed 
another famous Work in Zaragoza. On 
Occaſion of drawing the King's Picture, 
his Majeſty order'd a Patent to be expedit- 
ed conſtituting him Painter of the Bed- 
Chamber, with all the Wages, Allowan- 
ces,and Emoluments thereunto belonging ; 
a Houſe to reſide in, and the Key of 
Harbinger to the Houſnold. He did 
many fine Things in the Palaces, . and in 
the Churches of _—_ and in order 

2 to 
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to make the beſt Choice of an Outline, 
he wou'd put the Life into thirty dif- 
ferent Poſitions. He left many good 
Diſciples, particularly Don Sebaſtian Mug- 
nos, who was Painter to the King, and 
Don Theodoro Ardemans, now the Maeſtro- 
Mayor and Painter of the Bed-Chamber 
to his Majeſty. He died at Madrid, 


1693. 


187. Don Pedro de Mena, 


CULPTOR, was born at Adra in the 
Alpujarra (Mountains.) He was a Dil- 
ciple of his, Father, and afterwards of 
Alonzo Cano in Granada. His firſt famous 
Work was a Statue of Our Lady for the 
Church of the Town of Algendin near 
Granada; and in the Convent del Ange! 
are ſome Statues which, for expreſſing the 
Paſſions of the Soul, are the Admiration 
of all Granada, He wrought a World of 
very fine Things in Malaga. He did alſo 
a very curious Piece of Chriſt in his Ago- 
ny, for Prince Doria, which he ſent to 
Genoa ;, and in his own Opinion it was the 
moſt perfect of all his Performances. He 

did for Cordova, in 1673, a St. Peter of 


Alcantara, in the Convent of St. Francis 
| which

which is exquiſite ! He was a general Ar- 
tiſt in Wood, Stone, and Ivory. There 
are alſo very fine Works of his in 
Madrid, and a St. Francis de Aſis in the 
holy Church of Toledo, very curious and 
highly valu'd. He did numberleſs Things 
with equal Eſtimation and Credit. His ap- 
teſt and moſt eminent Diſciple was Don 
Miguel de Zayas, a Native of Ubeda. He 
died in a good oldAge at Malaga, 1693. 


188. Juan Arnan, Painter, 


vw AS born at Barcelona, and a Diſci- 

ple of Eugenio Caxes at Madrid. 
He went back to the Place of his Nati- 
vity where he manifeſted his great Ca- 
pacity, in variety of Works; particularly 
in the Cloiſter of St. Auguſtin, and in 
the Church of St. Mary de la Mar. He 
died at Barcelona 1693, after a Life of 
98 Years compleat. 


189. Gatriel de la Corte, 


AINTER, was born at Maarid; 
the Son and Diſciple of Franciſco de 

la Corte (Painter of Perſpectives.) He 
painted Flowers practically with a plea- 
: K 3 ſing 
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fing Prettyneſs and a good Handling, 
He wrought Garlards which were en- 
rich'd with little Hiſtories by Antonio 
Caſtrejon, of Marias de Torres and 
others. He died in the ſaid City 1694, 
aged 46. 


190. Juan de Sevilla, Painter, 


W AS a Native and Inhabitant of 
Granada. He perfected himſelf 
in the School of Pedro de Moya, and 
follow'd very ſucceſsfully the florid and 
Vandykiſh Manner of his Maſter. He 
followed the Stile and good Taſte of 
Rubens, ſo nearly, that in truth his 
Manner of Painting ſeemed to be of 
the School of Rubens. Both Granada and 
Cordova have of his Works. I faw them 
lately put up; and they were nicely 
curious, of great Sweetneſs and Freſhneſs 
of Colouring, and a grand Gout in touch- 
ing up the Lights. He painted a good 
deal, both in Diſtemper and Oil. He 
died at Granada 1695, turn'd of 66.

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191. Don Tofeph de Ciezar, 


AINTER, was a Native of Gra- 

nada; Son and Diſciple of Don 
Miguel Geronimo de Ciezar. He was 
a great Painter in Diſtemper; and altho 
he did every Thing well, yet his more 
eſpecial Excellence lay in Landskips, and 
in Flowers, which he painted with ſo 
much Delicacy, Propriety, and tender 
Softneſs, that tho' done in Diſtemper, 
in ſome Screens, it ſeem'd as if the 
Air would put them in Motion. He 
painted alſo many Things in Oil, at 
Madrid, where he died 1696, aged 40. 


192. Juan de Cano de Arevalo, 


AINTE R, was a Native of the 
Town of Valdemoro, four Leagues 
diſtant from Madrid. He painted Fans 
ſo exquiſitely, that, for this Sort of 
Work, there was none in Spain equal 
to him. He likewiſe painted large 
Things in Diſtemper and in Oil, but 
not with ſo much Beauty. He died 
at Madrid 1696, aged 40. :

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193. Don Diego Gonzalez: de 
Vega, Painter, 


7 AS born at Madrid and lived 
there. Has was a Diſciple of Fran- 
ciſco Rici, and one of the ableſt of 'em 
all, and who neareſt imitated his Man- 
ner, as is plainly ſeen in his many pub- 
lick Works as well as private; but a- 
bove all other his Paintings, the good 
Taſte is moſt conſpicuous in that which 
is placed at the Diſcalceate Carmelites 
Houſe in Madrid: The Subject is, St. 
Tuan da la Cruz writing, and the Holy 
Ghoſt enlightening him, and with great 
Diſplay of Glory, accompany'd with 
little Angels; the whole executed with 
a grand Gout and Beauty of Colouring. 
He died at Madrid 1697, aged 75. 


194. Don Tuan MWigno de 
Guevara, Painter, 

AS born at Madrid, but lived in 

Malaga. He ow'd his firſt In- 


ſtructions to Miguel Manrique, a Na- 
| tive 
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tive of Flanders and Diſciple of Rubens, 


Afterwards he took a Journey to Ma- 
arid and attended the School of Alonſo 


Cano, and became ſuch a Proficient as 
to equal, if not ſurpaſs the Paintings 
of his Maſter ; for he always preſerv'd 
the Milk, as it were, which he. firſt 
ſuck' d in Rubens's School, Some of 
his noble Works are to be ſeen at 
Malaga, in the Church of la Charidad 
gel Triumpho, and in the Cathedral of 
St. Juan de Dios difunto; where is, 
beſides, a famous Picture of St. Michael, 
a very bold Figure ! He | nw the 
Cloiſter of St. Auguſtin's Convent at 
Cordova. He drew ſome Faces which 
really ſeem to be of Rubens or Vandyke. 
He painted the Cloiſter of St. Auguſt in's 
Convent in Granada. In which Pieces 
he diſcover'd grand Notions of Deſign, 
a brisk and gallant Pencil, and a noble 
and ſuperior Taſte throughout, There 
is an admirable Picture of his drawing, 
which he gave a Friend, rather than 
he would fell it for leſs than its Value 
to an ignorant and covetous Fellow; 
it is now placed at the great Altar in 
the Church of St. Peter de Alcantara, 


in 
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+ in the ſaid City of Malaga. In my 
Opinion, he did not come ſhort of Murillo 
in any Thing; and what is more, in 
the Art of Deſign and Drawing, Nigno 
had the Advantage of him. He ended 
his Days at Malaga 1698, in his 67th 
Year. 


195. Alonſo del Arco, 


DAINTER, commonly call'd #/ 

Sordillo de Pereda, was born at 
Madrid, and was a Diſciple of Don 
Antonio de Pereda, He was deaf and 
dumb from his Birth. He arriv'd to a 
Degree of a very good Painter, eſpecial- 
ly of Faces which he did excellently 
well and very like. His beſt Works 
are in the Chapel of Our Lady de la 
Novena, which belongs to the Comedians 
of Madrid; he wrought ſo abundantly, 
that there's ſcarce a Church or Houſe 
at Madrid, but has ſomething of his 
doing. Even in his Youth he painted 
ſome Hiſtories, with a ſuperior Taſte in 
Colouring, and ſhew'd a great deal of Care 
and Study in the Drawing. He painted 
likewiſe in Diſtemper admirably well; he 
died at Madrid, aged 75 1700. 
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196. Fray Eugenio Gutierrez, 


de Torices. 


E was a great Sculptor and Painter 

of Wax, to that Degree that Colona 
and Miteli, upon ſeeing ſome of his 
Works, cried out, A Miracle Some of 
them are placed in the beſt Cabinets 
of the greateſt Princes of Europe: 
beſides abundance which remain at Ma- 
drid ; where he died at the Age of four- 
ſcore Years. | 


197. Pedro Roldan, 


CULPTOR, Painter, and Architect; 
he was a Native of Seville and lived 
there. He Was the firſt that made Boys 
Heads, with a becoming Diſpoſition and 
Fulneſs of Hair; for before, they were 
all uſed to be made with three Tufts, 
one at the top, another on each ſide 
of the Face; he had an uncommon Ca- 
pacity for every Thing. Among other 
his publick Works, there is an Interr- 
ment of Chriſt, in the Altar of the 
Church 
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Church of /a Caridad, conſiſting of 
Figures even bigger than the Life; and 
what adds not a little to their Beauty, 
is their having receiv'd the Colouring 
and Carnation, from the eminent Pencil 
of Don Juan de Valdes. There is, more- 
over, an Image of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, in Cordova, in the Church of 
the Diſcalceate Trinitarians, a Capital 
Piece ! Again, there's a Virgin-mother 
de los dolores (Sorrowing) calPd Our 
Lady de la Antigua, which is ador'd by 
all Seville; the Cathedral of Jaen too 
has of his Works. He died at Seville 
Anno 1700, aged 76. 


198. Don Pedro Mugnes de 


Villavicencio, Painter, 


learn'd the Art at Malta in the 
School of the Chevalier Matias (otherwiſe 
calPd the Cavalier Calabres) and made 
ſuch Improvements, that it was remark- 
able, the Things he copied after his 
Maſter were not to be diſtinguiſhed from 
the Originals. Of this Claſs I ſaw a 
Mary 


AS a Native of Seville, but he 
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Mary Magdalen of his Hand, which 1 
took to be done by the Chevalier Matias. 
Beſides theſe, he wrought many Things 
of his own Invention, following Mu- 
rills Stile, in ſome toying Sports and 
wanton Diverſions of little ragged Boys, 
done from the Life; one whereof I 
have ſeen, executed with extreme Pro- 
priety. Above all, he excell'd in Faces, 
both as to drawing with perfect Like- 
neſs, and with all the Strength of 
Painting ; following that great School 
of his Maſter, which was that of Guer- 
chino. He died at Seville Anno 1700, 
aged 60. 


199. Don Franciſco Ochoa, y 
Antonilez, the learned Painter. 


H E was born at Seville, and made 
ſuch Proficiency in the School of 
Murillo, that happening to ſee, at Ma- 
arid, a Picture painted upon Copper by 
him, of Our Lady, with her moſt Holy 
Son an Infant when in Egypt, attended 
by ſome tender-hearted Women waſhing 
the Infant-God's Linnen and hanging 

it 
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it out to dry, I concluded it to be 
Murillos, and valu'd it at an hundred 
Crowns, being about a third Part of a 
Yard in Size. He likewiſe drew ſmall 
Portraits exceeding well. He died at 
Madrid 1700, aged 56. 


200. Pedro Alonſo de los Rios, 


CULPTOR, was a Native of Val- 
\ J/adolid, and Diſciple of his Father 
Franciſco Alonſo, * a very agreeable and 
graceful Carver. Our Pedro dwelt in 
Madrid and was highly eſteem'd for 
Carving, and well deſerv'd to he fo, 
witneſs his Works in Madrid worthy 
of the greateſt Applauſe. They are in 
the Chapel of Confectioners in the Pariſhof 
Santa Cruz; in the great Chapel of 
St. Martin, and in that of St. Gertrudis 


Magna; and in St. Philip el Real, with 


many more. He died Anno 1700, at 
Madrid, ſomewhat turn'd of 50.

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201. Franciſco Guirro, Painter, 


AS born at Barcelona, and a very 

excellent Painter, witneſs the large 
Piece he drew of St. Monica, Widowz 
which is to be ſeen in the great Altar 

| of the Convent of the Auguſtin Recolets, 
of the Advocation of the ſaid Saint. 
He died in 1700, aged 70. 
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202, Mateo Gilarte, Painter, 


AS born at Valencia, and a Diſ- 
ciple of Ribalta ; and after he had 
gone thro? his Courſes in the Academies 
of thoſe Parts, he remov'd to the City 
of Murcia, where he gave convincing 
Proofs of his Ingenuity, being thoroughly 
grounded in the Art of Deſign, and en- 
dow'd with a good Gout in Colouring, 
both in Oil and Freſco. There alſo he paint- 
ed the Church of Our Lady del Roſario in 
Freſco.” He painted alſo the Battle of 
Lepanto; and it is ſaid that in order to 
make this Work the more magnificent, 


he 
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he engaged the Aſſiſtance of the famous 
Bottalf 


Juan de Toledo, Captain of 
Horſe, He died in 1700, aged 53. + 


203. Barthilome Vicente, 
AIN TER, was born in the Diſ- 


trict of Zaragoza; and learn'd 
the Principles of his Art at Madrid 
under Caregno. Afterwards he found 
Means to be admitted into the Eſcurial, 
where he employ'd ſeven Years in 
copying many of the moſt valuable 
Pictures there: Then he went to Za- 
ragoza where he perform'd not a few 
excellent Things, abounding with Fan- 
cy, and of a beautiful Colouring like 
Baſſan's Manner which he imitated. 


le had likewiſea rare Hand at Landskips, 


and ſucceeded very well in Freſco. He 
died Anno 1700 in the ſaid City, in his 
oth Tear.

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204. Don Franciſco de Vera 
Cabeza de Baca, Painter. 


E was born in the City of Ca- 

latayud, in the le of Ara- 
gon; and receiv'd his firſt Inſtructions 
in the Art, from no leſs a Perſon 
than his Highneſs Don John of Auſtria. 
He exercis'd Painting only to oblige 
ſome particular Friends, eſpecially with 
Portraits which he drew adnurably well. 
He, died in the City aforenamed, in 
1700, aged 63. 


205. Other Celebrated Paint- 


ers of the City of Zaragoza, 


HE renown'd City of Zaragoza 
has produced other Painters beſides 
thoſe already mention'd, whoſe Capacity, 
tho' it was not general, yet they had 
an excellent Talent in particular Things : 
as in F ace· painting, Alſenſi ; in Flowers, 
Polo; in Landſkips, Pertus ; in Battles, 
Rabiella 3 and 1 in Architecture and orna- 
L mental 
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mental Embelliſhments, Franciſco Plano, 
who, ſome will tell ye, was not at all 
inferior to the celebrated Bologneſes, Co- 
lona and Miteli. All theſe died in 
1700. 


206. Gregorio de Meſa, 


CULPTOR, was a Native of the 

City of Calatayud i in the Kingdom 
of rs, and liv d in the City of 
Zaragoza, He ſtudied in the Acade- 
mies of Toloſa in France, in which he 
attain*d to ſuch a Degree of Skill as to 
be the Author of celebrated Statues, 
both for Size and Value; ſuch as the 
San Miguel de los Navarros in Stucco, 
in Zaragoza, bigger than the Life; and 
two others' of St. Bruno, extraordinary 
Pieces! for the Cartbuſian Houſe of Aula 
Dei. He died in 1701 in the ſaid 
City, aged little more than 60. 


207. Miguel de Rubiales, 


CULP TOR; he was born at 
Madrid, where he lived and died. 
He was a Diſciple of Pedro Alonſo, and 


an 
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an exquiſite Sculptor, as is apparent 
in a Chriſt taken down from the. Croſs, 
which is in the College of St. Thomas 
in Madrid, &c. He died there Anno 


1702, aged 70. 
208. Don Thdoro Arredondo, 


P AINTE R to his Majeſty; the 
> Town of Colmenar de Oreja gave 
him Birth, and Don Joſeph Garcia his 
firſt - Rudiments in Painting; he was 
afterwards under the Diſcipline of Don 
Franciſco Rici at Madrid. Rici died, 
and left Don Ji doro Heir to his Col- 
lection of Paintings, which was very con- 
ſiderable; for Rici's Drawings, Sketches, 
and Plans, were both innumerable and 
ineſtimable. Don Jidoro was the Au- 
thor of many publick and private 
Works in Madrid, eſpecially of a large 
Picture Twenty Foot high of Chrift's 
Incarnation to be ſent abroad ; he paint- 
ed hkewiſe in Diftemper and Freſe 
He died at Madrid 1702, aged 48. 
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209. Moſen Vicente Bru, 


— was born at Valencia and 
brought upto Painting under Conchillas. 
Some of his Works are to be ſeen in the 
Church of St. Juan del Mercado, and 
are unqueſtionable Proofs of his Genius. 
After his Death a Frenchman (a Lover 
of Painting) made a Purchaſe of his 
Drawings, at a great Price. He died 
in the ſaid City, Anno 1703, not more 
than 21 Years old. 


210. Don Vicente de Bena- 
vides, Painter, 


WII born at Oran. He came to 
| Madrid and was a Diſciple of Rict. 
As for Figures, he had no great Taſte ; 
in Perſpective, Architecture, and Deco- 
rations, he was eminent, executing the 
Whole, with a moſt fingular Exactneſs 
and Dexterity which he had acquir'd 
in Diſtemper ; nor had he leſs Skill in 
Freſco-painting, as is viſible in divers 
Works both within and without Ma- 
arid ; where he died 1703, aged 76.

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211. Donna Luiſa Roldan, 
N Eminent Sculptreſs, was born 
at Seville. She was the Daughter 

and Diſciple of Pedro Roldan, a noted 
Sculptor. She went to Madrid, where 
ſhe carv'd an Image of Jeſus of Na- 
zareth, of a Bigneſs proportionable to 
the Life, of ſuch exquiſite Beauty and 
at the ſame Time ſo full of a com- 
paſſionate Concern, that it was the 
Aſtoniſnment and Admiration of the 
whole Town. And ſuch was the Amaze 
I was in at ſeeing it, that I thought 
it an Irreverence to view it without 
Kneeling, for it ſeemed to be the ve 

living Original itſelf z and having ad- 
mired it and carefully ſurvey'd it for 
a good Space, I went and ſat down: 
and returning once more to look at it, 
I told my Friend, I would not fit 
down in the preſence of the Image, un- 
leſs they cover'd his Majeſty ! So great 
a Reſpect and Veneration it caus'd in 
me, that I ſolemnly aver I want Words 
to declare it! For not only the Ex- 
preſſion (which I have already men- 
L 3 tion'd) 


„ 
tion'd of the Head, but the Hands and 
Feet were ſo divinely executed, with 
ſome Drops of Blood trickling down, 
that the Whole appear'd to be very 
Nature itſelf. This ſupreme Prodigy 
of Art was accompany'd with an Effigy 
of his moſt Holy Mother ſorrowing, 
no leſs to be admir'd than the other; 
and they are both placed in the Town 
of Siſante in la Mancha, adjoining to 
San Clemente, in a Convent of Barefoot 
Nuns, with the Title of Feſus Nazarenus. 
She died in 1704, at Madrid, not quite 
50 Years of Age. | 


212. Lucas Jordan, King's 
| Painter. 


w AS born at Naples 1628 (tho? 
originally of Spanj/h Extraction.) 
His Father was a Painter, and work'd for 
his own Shop, on which Occaſion he began 
to practiſe at ſo tender an Age, that in 
my hearing he told the King (Charles II.) 
In the ſame Manner that they give little 
Children the Primer to learn to read 
in, ſo be was put upon Drawing; by 

which 
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which means Painting became ſo natural 
to bim that, by the Time he was ſeven 
Years old, he ſaid, he had done Things 
which, for a Boy of his Ape, were much 
admired. And by thus early beginning, 
and buſying himſelf in Painting, as it 
were for the Shop or the Market, he 
acquir'd - fuch Facility of handling his 
- Pencil, that he out-ſtripp'd thoſe who 
were the moſt vers'd in the Practical Part: 
and his Father wou'd often ſay to him, 
when he haſten'd him, Luca fa preſto 
(Luke, make haſte) and by this Name he 
was more known in 1taly than by his 
own Name. He afterwards apply'd him- 
ſelf to the School of Foſeph de Ribera 
el Eſpagnoleto (Spaniolet) to whoſe Stile he 
lean'd ſo much and follow'd his Man- 
ner ſo cloſe in ſeveral of his Pieces, 
as to puzzle the moſt diſcerning Criticks 
to diſtinguiſh them from his Maſter's 
Hand. He remov'd to Rome, where 
he not only ſtudy'd all the noble Re- 
mains of Antiquity but made Draughts 
of them; and copy'd many Originals of 
the moſt celebrated Painters, with ſo 
intenſe an Application that, making him- 
ſelf perfect Maſter of the different Stile 
14 and 


1 
and Manner of each, he attain'd to 
imitate them all ſo well, that People 
are every Day deceiv'd by his Paintings; 
now mimicking Rapbael, then following 
Titian, ſometimes keeping ' Tintoret in 
his Eye, and other times ſticking cloſe 
to Coregio, or ſome other great Maſter ; 
inſomuch that it is not every Pretender to 
Painting that can diftinguiſh them from 
the Performances of thoſe excellent 


Hands. He likewiſe at this Time ap- 


ply'd himſelf to the School of Pedro de 


Cortona; and aſſiſted him in the celebrated 
Works which he painted in Freſco at 


Rome, acquiring, in this Branch of Paint- 


ing, ſo ſuperior a Handling and ſo noble 
and free a Stroke, that he arriv'd to 
the Height of whatever could poflibly 
be perform'd in that Way, not only with 
reſpect to the Elegancy and Refinedneſs 
of Taſte but in Celerity of Working, 
which was ſo incredibly prodigious that 
he would diſpatch more Buſineſs in a 
Day than any other could in a Week. 
Returning to Naples, he was ſo much 
employ'd in Painting for different Princes 
of Europe, that his Reputation was ſpread 
far and wide, not only by the foreſaid 


Means, 
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Means, but alſo becauſe all the Vice- 
Roys uſed to carry or ſend his Paintings 
to the King ( Charles II.) Infomuch 
that his Majeſty, deſiring to ſee him 
int and to have him do ſome thin 

in Freſco at the Eſcurial, invited him 
to come over into Spain in 1692, or- 
dering him to be paid for that Purpoſe 
1500 Ducats de plata ;, permitting what- 
ſoever he brought in his Ship with 
him to enter Cuſtom-free, which was no 
ſmall Quantity; honouring him with 
the Golden Key, as Groom of the 
 Bed-Chamber, diſpenſing with his At- 
tendance, that he might be more a 
Maſter of himſelf and his Time, It 
was in May 1692, that he arriv'd at 
Madrid. There is a common Report 
that he painted St. Michael's Triumph, 
in 24 Hours, in Competition with Claudio 
Coello, but it is all a Fiction, for I was 
Witneſs of the Whole. He did not 
finiſh that Work in 24 Hours, nor 
24 Days neither. For the King having 
commanded that no body ſhould be 
admitted into ſee Lucas at Work, that 
he might not be hinder'd ; his Majeſty 
ſent to tell me, that that Order did not ex- 

tend 
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tend to. me. It is impoſſible to enu- 


merate or expreſs the Number and Beauty 
of his Compoſitions in Madrid, the E/- 
curial, and Toledo. Lucas Jordan em- 
ploy'd only two Years in painting ten 
arch'd Cielings of the Church and Stair- 
caſe belonging to that Palace( the E/curial) 
to which if we add his Sketches and 
Drawings painted with great Maſſes of 
Colour, his Cartoons, and the like pre- 
parative Materials, one would think a 
n's whole Life little enough to ex- 
ecute it. This Artiſt was much celebrated 
for his Facility and Expedition in paint- 
ing in Oil; but as to Freſco, he outdid all 
and himſelf too. His Works were gallant, 
brave, and rich with beautiful Drapery, 
charming Airs, and lively Ornaments ; 
his Manner in Freſco was finiſh'd, well 
empaſted, and ſmooth as in Oil; and 
therefore his Manage in Freſco did no 
Prejudice to his Practiſing in Oil, but 
22 __ it eaſier to him; and the 
ame will happen to all that ſhall manage 
in the ſame Manner. By the King's Or- 
der, he imitated ſome ancient Painters, 
viz. Raphael, Coregio, Titian, and Spaniolet, 
without Ceſſation or any Reſpite, not 
even 
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even 'on Holidays; and happening to 
let ſlip. one Day without Working he 
faid, ſpeaking of his Pencils which had 
lain idle, they are defirous of bein 
my Superiors and Maſter, but I m 
have them ſubject to me and under my 
Feet. His conſtant Task was (eſpecially 
in Summer) from 8 in the Morning till 12; 
from thence till 2 he paſs'd the Time in 
Eating his Dinner and Repoſing : after 
which he reſum'd his Task till 5 or 6 
in the Evening, and then he went abroad 
to take the Air in a Coach which the King 
kept on purpoſe for him with expreſs Or- 
ders, thatit ſhould be always ready to at- 
tend him whenever he defired it; and thus 
he lived without ſpending a ſingle Mare- 
vedi of his own on any Account what- 
ever: In ſhort, he got Money ſo faſt that 
he was not worth ſo little as 200, 000 
Ducats, and highly in the Eſteem of 
all the Kings — Princes of Europe of 
his Time. In the Year 1702, Philip V. 
having determin'd to go over to Naples 
on the 8h of February, Jordan waited on 
him thither, and died in 1704, in the 
faid City; the Almighty having been 
pleas'd to grant his Deſire of not dying 


out 


. 
out of his Native Country; which T have 
heard him many times ardently pray for, 
always concluding with a. deep Sigh, O 
Naples; Dear, Dear Naples! Of all his 
Diſciples, the moſt excellent, that we 
know of, are Simoneli, Paolo de Mateis, 
and Franciſco Solimena.

AINTER of the Bed- Chamber, 

was born at Madrid and lived there, 
He was. firſt put to learn of Camilo 
and afterwards of Carregno: but he im- 
rov'd much more in the Company 
of Cabezalero, not miſſing the Academies 
or neglecting the Study of the Statues 
and Paintings at Court; whereby he laid 
a ſolid Foundation of Deſign, with a 
very ſprightly and beautiful Colouring ; 
which Advantages placed him in the 
foremoſt Rank of Painters, and made his 
Name the Subject of all Converſation 
among the Virtuoſi. He wrought a- 
' bundance both for the publick Structures

and private Houſes, with exquiſite Study 
and perfect Exactneſs, for he gave him- 
ſelf very much to the Obſervance of 


Nature and the Models, and was, as 


it were, ſo tied to em, that when he 
did the Hairs of a Beard he would make 
them in a Manner as ſolid and maſſy 
as the Model repreſented them. He at- 
terwards attach'd himſelf to Joſeph Dono/o. 
He. painted much in Freſco, and very 
well, as is > rpg in the Church of the 


Royal Hoſpital - of the Aragonians in 


Maarid ; the Whole executed with very 
beautiful Ornaments, Architecture, and 
Perſpective, in which he had great Skill. 
Beſides, he painted in Diſtemper, with 
extraordinary Art, as he ſhew'd (when 
the Queen Donna Maria Anna of 
Neoburg made her Entry) in the little 
Market-place or Square of Madrid; as 
alſo in divers Theatres and Curtains of 
the Coliſeum of Buen-Retiro : but moſt 
of all, as is ſtill to be ſeen in a large 
Picture in Diſtemper, which is placed 
in the Monument of the Royal Hol- 
pital of the Aragonians, in the Holy 
Week : Than which, nothing ſurely, 


can 
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can be better done; inſomuch that it 
it ſeems to be in Oil. He died at Ma- 
drid 1704, aged 56. 


214. Fray Joachin Funcoſa, 


AINTER; he wasa Native of 
Catalonia, and a Religious of the 
Monaſtery of the Carthiſian Houſe of 
Aula Dei, in the fame Principality; he 
was an excellent Painter, when a Man 
of the World, and afterwards when a 
Monk, witneſs his Paintings in the Church 
of the ſaid Monaſtery, which are per- 
fealy well deſign'd and exquiſitely 
finiſh'd! Before this, and being as yet 
a Layman, he painted abundance of 
Things repreſenting the Fables and 
Fictions of Paganiſm (in which Sort of 
Learning he was very converſant.) Theſe 
he did for private Families. He died 
in the forenamed Monaſtery 1708, 


aged 77. 
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215. Senen Vila, 


AS a Valencian, and a very ex- 

cellent Diſciple of Eftevan Marc; 
exceeding nice in Deſign z inſomuch that 
his Works have a notable Effect and 
look admirably well in the Outlines 
only. He wrought inceſſantly for more 
than 30 Years in Murcia till 1708, 
when he died; he was a t Man 
in many Reſpects. 36 
for painting Sacred Story; he was like- 
wiſe very learned and well read, in 
ſhort an extraordinary Humaniſt, and a 
conſtant Attendant in the Academies of 
Valencia, He painted abundance of 
Things for Convents : in St. 1/abella's 
in Murcia he did a igious Per- 
formance of Hiſtory, in the large Chapel. 
Both within and without that Kingdom 
his Name was mightily extended. He 
was as great a Theoriſt as a Practitioner; 
no leſs skilful in Landskip- painting than 
in Limning; he was very modeſt in the 
Expreſſion of his Hiſtories, notwithſtand- 
ing he was ſo great an Anatomiſt. Dos

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Lorenzo Vila, his Son, had the Advantage 
of the Father, as to Invention and the 
Beauty and Softneſs of his Works, which 
were finiſh'd with great Practice, Neat- 
neſs, and Spirit of Deſign, in which he 
every Day employ'd much Study, ſome- 
times from Models, other times in the 
Academy, which- he ſettled in Murcia 
for ſtudying. from the Life; and fo 
great was his Affection to it, that he 
uſually form'd Models in Wax or Clay, 
with the ſingular Approbation of the 
great Don Nicolas de Buſs an Talian 
(who dwelt in Murcia) Sculptor to 
Philip IV. whoſe Effigy he carv'd pro- 
portionable to the Life; as alſo that of the 
Queen Mother. Bu/i died in the Carthu- 
Jian Monaſtery of Valencia about the Year 
1709, in a good old Age, leaving. many 
remarkable Works in Murcia, which he 
wrought at exceſſive Prices; but there 
are not Eyes to ſee them, nor Words 
to extol them. Don Lorenzo died in 


1713, not 30 Years old.

AINTE R to the Queen, was a 
Hueming, the Son of Juan Vancheſel 
and one of his forwardeſt and moſt 
expert Diſciples. The Father was a 
Diſciple of David Teniers, Our Van- 
cheſel trod in his Father's Steps and 
admirably well imitated. him in Fiſh” 
es, Birds, Beaſts, and Landſkips ; and» 
in my Opinion, outdid him in Face- 
painting, in which he imitated Yandyke 
to that Height of Perfection, that I 
make no doubt but many of YancheſePs 
Portraits will in Time be taken for 
Vandyke's, After ſome Time he came 
to Madrid (Anno 1680) and began to 
exerciſe his Talents at the Houſe of a 
Countryman of his, where he was the 
Author of fine Performances, eſpecially 
a large Family-piece of his Friend and 
Protector, repreſenting him to the Life 
with his Wife and Children, Sc. the 
Whole deſign'd and executed with great 
Art and Variety of ſuitable Action, 
and in it, himſelf, likewiſe drawn to the 


M Life, 
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Life, putting his Head out of a Win- 
dow, to write his Name on the Wall; 
and were it not for this Circumſtance, 
it might have paſs'd for Yandyke's Draw- 
ing. He painted alſo the Portrait of 
2 Man on Horſe-back, fo lively and re- 
ſembling, (in a Size leſs than the Life,) 
that nothing but the Smallneſs of the 
Figures could have put it out of Doubt, 
which was the Picture, and which the 
Reality. He did abundance of other 
Portraits to the utmoſt Degree of Per- 
fection, both as to Likeneſs and every 
Thing elſe. He died at Madrid 1708,

217, Don Franciſco Peres 
Sierra, 


W 45 born at Naples, but came 
= over into Spain, and lived in 
Madrid; he was the Son of Don Mar- 
tin Perez, a Spaniard and a Native of 
Gibraltar. In Tah, he laid ſome Foun- 
dation with Aunelo Falcono in the paint- 
ing Battles, to which he was much in- 
clin'd : and coming into Spain, as I ſaid, 
X he 
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he there continued his Application to 
Battles, with Juan de Toledo, who at 
that Time was at Madrid ; and having 
vaſtly improved himſelf, he painted Bat · 
tle- pieces with an excellent Stroke and 
a grand Handling; and likewiſe other 
Subjects, ſuch as poor Cottages and 
Country-Hovels, little Night-pieces, and 
ſuch like Things. He practis'd too in 
Freſco and Diſtemper, and was alſo a 
good Perſpectiviſt. Afterwards he ap- 
ply'd himſelf to the Painting of Flow- 
ers and Fruits by the Life, and arriy'd 
to ſo ſupreme an Execution therein, that 
it ſeem'd impoſſible to carry that Branch 
of Painting to a greater Height. Beſides 
all this, he apply'd himſelf to paint- 
ing the frolickſome Merry-Meetings of 
ordinary Pot-Companions, with vari 
of little Implements and trifling Gew- 
ws from the Life, and ſome Herh- 
talls, with all Sorts of Pulſe and Gar- 
den-Stuff, diſpoſed ſo artfully and with 
ſo good a Taſte, that it was really pro- 
igious. He died at Madrid 1709, after 
compleating his 824 Year, 
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218.Don Pedro Ruiz Gonzales, 


AINTER, was a Native/and 

Inhabitant of Madrid. He learn'd 
not the Art of Painting, till he was 
advanced in Years, in the School of Dor 
Antonio Eſcalante ; and altho* his Ge- 
nius was then harden'd, yet he went 
on very well, and imitated his Mafter 
a good deal at firſt: but afterwards 
getting acquainted with Carregno, he im- 
prov'd vaſtly, as is apparent in variety 
of his Works, in the Church of St. 
Fuſtus and St. Paſtor, at Madrid, which 
diſcover a noble and a good Compoſi- 
tion, He was a man exceeding bright 
and learned, and excell'd in Invention 
and Compoſition; and, had his Judg- 
ment been equal to his Invention, he had 
been the firſt Man in the World; for, 
in truth, his firft Draughts ſekm'd to 

miſe no leſs. I have ſeen a Piece 
of his, of the Judgment Hall of Pilate, 
where they are loading Our Saviour 
with the Croſs, which had all the Ap- 
pearance of Paul Veroneſe. Another I

have ſeen of Cbriſ's Sepulchre, which 
approach'd ,very near to Titian ; but his 
Execution, in the Great, was not anſwer- 
able, as may be ſeen in the Veſtry of 
of the Pariſh Church of St. Gines. He 
had a great Facility in deſigning any 
Subject whatever, and accordingly he 
left behind him an infinite Number of 
Drawings; but then he was ſo fond 
of a Name, that, let the Thing be 
what it wou'd, a paultry Figure of the 
Academy, or the moſt inconſiderable 
Scratch with a Pen, it was not to go 
without his Name to it and the Date. 


He died at Madrid 1709, aged 76. 


219. Don Geronimo Secano, 


AINTER and Sculptor; he was 

4 born at Zaragoza, where he laid-in 
ſome ſlight Principles of the Art, and 
then removed to Madrid; where, by 
frequenting the eminent Painters, and 
conſtantly attending the Academies, and 
copying excellent Originals, in which he 
ſpent ſome Years, he became a confum- 
mate Artiſt, and found himſelf Maſter 
M 3 of 
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of Deſign, and expert in Colouring, in 
which he had indeed a ſingular good Taſte, 
With theſe Advantages he return'd to 
Zaragoza, where he gain'd a great Eſ- 
teem by his Paintings, of the Excellency 
whereof there are not a few Vouchers; 
ſuch as thoſe in the Chapel of St. Michael. 
in that City, and the Cupola thereof, paint- 
ed in Freſco with a maſterly Goũt. Afﬀ- 
terwards, being now turn'd of go, he 
took to Sculpture, which he eaſily con- 
quer'd and came to be eminent in that 
alſo. Among other Works of Statuary 
he executed ' thoſe of the Chapel of St. 
Laurence in that City, with great Judg- 
ment, Command, and Addreſs. He died 
there 1710, aged 72, 


220. Don Lorenzo Montero, 


AINTER, was born at Seville: 

and was a very good Painter in 
Diſtemper, particular in Architecture, Or- 
naments, and Targets. He was much 
ad mir'd for drawing Fruit, Flowers, and 
Landſkips, when he came to Madrid 
in 1680; but above all for his Skill in 


painting the Scenes and Decorations for the

He N alſo a Chapel, which is at

221. Don Mathias de Torres 


. was born at Eſpinoſa de 
los Monteros, and remov'd to Ma- 
arid, where at firſt he painted very 
indifferent Things without any Corre&- 


neſs; but afterwards by cultivating an 


Acquaintance with Don Franciſco de Her- 
rera, and attending the famous Aca- 
demies, and converſing with the moſt 
noted Painters, he chang'd his Stile 
and took to be correct, ſo that he 
became one of the foremoſt of the Fa- 
culty. He attain'd to a great Eaſineſs in 
Inventing ; he likewiſe wrought Land- 
ſkips, Hiſtories in Little, and Battle-pieces 
mighty well; nor was he leſs skilful 
in Hiſtories in Great, of which there 

M 4 are 
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are many excellent Inſtances in the Palace 
of Boadilla, within two Leagues of Ma- 
drid; and in the Royal Monaſtery of 
St. Ferom, there's a good deal of his 
Painting. He was likewiſe a very good 
Performer in Diſtemper, as was mani- 
feſted on divers Occafions of the Entries 
of the Queens, Funerals, Monuments, 
and Altars of Perſpective: eſpecially in 
that of the Canonization of St. Ro/a de 
Lima, and in the Feaſt of the Merchants 
in the Convent of St. Francis, of which 
I obtained ſome Fragments; an excel- 
lent Thing! He mightily affected a 
Temperature and Moderation in Lights 
and Shades, following Herrera's Stile, 
ſo that if he had placed the Light in 
any one Part of the Hiſtory, altho* it 
were not in the principal Figure, all the 
reſt was left in the Shade, extremely 
faint, He died at Madrid 1711, aged 
80.

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222: Don Franciſco Leonar- 
duni, Painter. 


H was an Italian, and born at 
Venice; he came over into Spain 
1680, and ſettled at Madrid He was 
ſo happy in hitting a Likeneſs, that none 
could outdo him in Portraiture. Of this 
Truth I have ſeen many demonſtrative 
Evidences eſpecially a Head, and Hand, 
the Picture of himſelf, which, for the 
the Nicety and Delicacy of the Finiſhing, 
might have been taken for a Piece of Lu- 
cas de Olanda. He alſo painted Hiſtories, 
tho? not in ſo ſupreme a Degree; but 
always in a grand Manner, and very free, 
and gave his Figures a very great Relief, 
by a proper Diſtribution of Lights and 
Shades. Of his Hand too are the Eſ- 
fals and laſt Agonies of St. Foſeph, 
in the Church of the College of Atocha, 
at Madrid. He died 1711, aged 57.

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223. Juan Conchillos, Painter, 


O RN at Valencia, and a Diſciple 
of Eftevan Marc (a Painter of great 
Repute, particularly for Battle- pieces.) He 
came to be a very great Painter, eſ- 
pecially in Deſign. After ſome Years, 
he remov'd to Madrid, to ſee the emi- 
nent Performances there, and contract 
Acquaintance with the great Maſters. 
Which done, he went back to Valencia, 
mightily improv'd in the Colouring Part, 
and no leſs in Deſign; for he was very 
ſedulous in frequenting the Academies, 
and in copying the beſt Pictures, with- 
out forgetting to ſtudy the celebrated 
Statues of the Court. And indeed he 
continued ſo to do all his Life- long, 
inſomuch that he procur'd an Academy 
to be eftabliſh'd at Valencia; nay, many 
Years held it in his own Houſe. Among 
others, there are two celebrated Pieces 
of Hiſtory 20 Palm's high, of his Paint- 
ing, placed in the Parochial Church of 
St. Salvador in the ſaid City; and they 
are the beſt that ever went out of his 
Hands, 
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Hands, having ſhewn more Skill and 


Judgment, in thoſe than in any of the reſt 
of his Works. He had a prodigious Facility 
in making waſh'd Drawings, of whatever 
Subjects came in his Way, or of any 
uncommon odd Accident, Situation, or 
Circumſtance, which he chanced to meet 
with z as it happen'd when I went to 
Valencia. He came, with a Diſciple of 
mine, as far as the Inn at Chiva, to 
meet me; and the next Day he ſhew'd 
me, in a waſh'd Drawing, the whole Re- 
ception, with the Caleſhes, the Inn, 
the Well and great Ciſtern of Water, 
which is over-againſt the Houſe, with 
all the other Circumſtances of the Coun- 
try thereabouts ; alſo my Diſciple em- 
bracing me and likewiſe every one of 
the Company, and himſelf too, with fo 
great Propriety, that by the Actions, 
Motions, and Garb, it was preſently 
known who each particular Perſon was. 
He died at Madrid 1711, aged 70. 
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224. Don Vicente Vicloria, 


| | ung E R, was born at Vale, 
but went over into Taly, and, 
Rome, apply'd himſelf cloſe to Paint- 
ing, in the School of the renowned 
Carlo Maratti, where he made great 
Proficiency, eſpecially in Face-painting, 
and in a good Underſtanding of Symmetry 
and Anatomy; of which he was a very 
curious Obſerver. In Portraits, and every 
Thing elſe relating to the Imitation of 
Nature, he was really wonderful; for 
Inſtance, he drew the Repreſentation of 
a Table, upon Canvas, over which there 
hung ſome Drawings and other Trifles, 
which, I ingenouſly own, I took to be 
the real Things themſelves, and not Pic- 
tures of *em. Returning to Rome, he was 
appointed the Pope's Antiquarian, with 
a very extraordinary Salary, He died 
there 1712, aged 54. 
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225. Gaſpar de la Huerta, 
AINTER; he was born at Campilli 
de Alto Buey. From whence he 
removed to Valencia, not quite 6 Years 
old, and was lodged in the Houſe of 
Feſualda Sanchiz a Female Painter; 
and under her he learned ſuch Rudi- 
ments of the Art as his Miſtreſs's ſlen- 
der Skill afforded. Afterwards, moved 
by his own happy Diſpoſition, and 
the Dint of his Genius (which, it muſt 
be own'd, was very great) he ſo ſtrongly 
devoted himſelf to the Study of Painting, 
that he roſe to the firſt Rank of Paint- 
ers in Valencia; for his Manner of Paint- 
ing (beſides a Sufficiency in Deſign) was 
valtly pleafing in the Colouring, whereby 
he ran away with the popular Applauſe to 
that Degree, that there's ſcarce a Church 
in the City and Kingdom of Valencia, 
which has not ſome of his Painting in 
it; in his whole Life he had gained 
35, 000 Crowns, and died in the ſaid 
City 1714, aged 73. 
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226. Don Yoſeph de Mora, 


CULPTOR to the King, was'born 

at Granada, and a Diſciple of Alonſo 
Cano, When he found himſelf pre 
well improv'd, he came to Madrid, 
where he proſecuted his Studies in the 
School of Don Sebaſtian Herrera; and 
made ſuch further Advances, that his 
Works have often been taken for Se- 
Baſtian's. He wrought abundance of 
Things for the Publick, and among 


others, the two Angels and young 


Children of the Paſſion, which are in 
the Chapel of Our Lady of the Seven 
Dolours, in the Royal College of Atocha 


in Madrid, an extatic Piece! He went 


« back to Granada for his Health, where 


he lived about 30 Years, and where he 
wrought Numbers of excellent Pieces 
in Sculpture; . eſpecially for the Mo- 
naftery of the Caribiſians there. There 
are alſo of his doing eight Statues of 
ſo many different Saints, in the Chapel 
of Cardinal Salazar in the holy Church 
of Cordova, He was ſingular in one 
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Thing, he would never let any body 
ſee him work ; neither did his moſt 
intimate Friends know where his Work- 
houſe was, tho' it was ſomewhere within 
the Walls of his Habitation; but there 
was no Poſlibility of perſuading him 
out of this particular Way of thinking, 
which made People ſay, he work'd in 
the Night, and walk'd abroad and took 
his Pleaſure in the Day. He died at 
Granada 1724, aged, 86. ws
